‘LONDON, Jan. 3.—General Dentikin’s 

Government in Southern Russia has 
been overthrown, and General Roma- 
novsky has been chosen to replace Gen- 
eral Denikin as anti-Bolshevist chief, 
according to 4. wiréless dispatch . re- 
ceived. here from Moscow, quoting: ad- 
vices. from Taganrog. 

The. report indicates that, owing. to 
defeats along the front, a coup d’état 
occurred at General Denikin’s head- 
quarters, and that his Government has 
been replaced by a. group known as the 
‘“Woasozhdehye ‘Rossi¢,’’ a term mean 
ing ‘the. ‘Regeneration of Russia.’’ 

The capture of Tsaritsin, on the Vol- 
ga, 110 mifles south-southwest of Ka- 
mishin, is announced in another Bolshe- 
vist official-statement received by wire- 
less. .

Senators King of Utah, Chamberlain of 
Oregon and Trammell of Florida are 
those invited, All favor ratification 
quickly and all are convinced that reser- 
vations must form the acceptable. basis. 

The purpose of the conference, accord= 
ing to Republican mild reservationists to 
whom Senator Smith confided his inten- 
tion, is to see whether it will ‘be possi- 
ble to. get enough Democrats to back a 
program which will get the approval of 
Senator Lodge and his supporters, with- 
out which, it is now agreed on all sides,” 
no proposal can command 64 votes. In 
other words, the Democrats who are to 
meet. Senator Smith are to discuss: the 
possibility of enough Democrats accept- 
ing the Lodge reservations without sub- 
stantial change to force their adoption, 
in spite of the opposition. of Senator 
Hitchcock, the party leader, and those 
who stand with him. 

Senator Smith declared the conference 
was for “general discussion of the. situ- 
ation.’*: -He. added that he been re- 
ceiving suggestions from Democrats, in- 
cluding .those who voted against all 
reservations, which convinced him. that)

‘All that is keeping ‘us apart is: par- 
tisan -politics,’’ continued Senator Smith. 
“If, we can get around that we’ will 
get together very quickly. Mild reser- 
vationists: with whom I have talked 
on the subject of a comprémise have 
made valuable suggestions, and I have 
Said to them that they ought to talk 
things over with the Lodge supporters 
and with the Democrats and bring about 
an understanding. 

“There are some things, of epuree, 
which must be insisted ‘upon, but in the 
matter of verbiage, which I’ believe 
forms a large part of the difficulty, we 
should none of us be sticklers or show 
any spirit of stubbornness,’’ 

Senator Smith has been a pretty con- 
sistent opponent of the Administration 
forces in the Senate where ratification 
of the treaty without strong reserva- 
tions was concerned, and thé makeup 
of the conference he has called does 
not seem. to indicate that its conclusions. 
will have a strong appéal to many of the 
Democrats who have followed Senator 
Hitcheock’s leadership. They are not|. 
prepared to agree tothe reservation 
schedule which Senator Smith probably 
would be willing to accept. 

Other Senators in discussing the pos- 
sibility of getting enough Democrats to 
break away from the leadership of Sen- 
ator Hitchcotk, however, ventured .the 
opinion that there were at least twelve 
who gould go very far in acting inde- 
pendently.

DETROIT MAY DEPORT 500. 


Justice Department Official Believes 
Most of 700 Reds Seized Are Aliens. 


Special to The New York Times. 
DETROIT, Jan. 3.—The Department of 
Justice this afternoon put the upper 
floors of the Federal Building under 
guard to prevent interference from 
friends of 500 Reds taken in raids Fri- 
day night, who are gathered on the 
fifth floor awaiting examination. No- 
body carrying a suitcase or package of 
any kind was permitted above the main 
floor of the ‘Federal Building without 
being searched. 

More than 200 others are held at va- 
rious precinct’ stations. Although Ar- 
thur L. Barkey of the Department of 
Justice expected before the raid to get 
no more than 200 men for deportation, 
he believes today that he hag 500. 

The Reds had had nothing to eat since 
capture, but their singing of the anarclk- 
ist hymn, the International, and other 
songs was so vociferous that when court 
opened today it was found necessary to 
close the doors. 

The prisoners are believed by the De- 
partment of Justice to be members of 
the Communist Party, and I. W. W.’s, 
or members of the Union of Russian 
Workmen, hitherto the chief fruits of 
the raids. An enormous amount .of 
printed matter was seized in hope of 
getting proof.

How Mate ts Made. 


Here are instructions for making maté 
from one who knows: Using the whole 
leaf, Northern Brazilian style, the maté 
is put into the teapot and sugar put on 
top of the.leaves. In Brazil most of the 
cooking is done-with wood stoves. Little 
pieces of ‘' live fire ’’—giowing ‘embers— 
two or three small pieces, are dropped 
in on top of the sugar. e teapot is 
tnen clostd tight.” ‘ne idea is that the 
live coats burn a little of the sugar—not 
al, of 1t.. No water as yet is put in. The 
live embers die with the exclusion of the 
air. The sugar is burnt a little, the maté 
leaves not at all. Then the, boiling water 
is put in. The maté is poured from ‘the 
t and drunk the-same as tea at an 
ordinary (American) tea taple. 

Argentina uses pulverized or granu- 
lated maté more than the full dried 
leaf, and seme <Argentinians use no 
suger, eliminating thereby the most im- 
portant feature, trom a brazilian stand- 

nt, i. e. the burning of the. sugar. 
To some extent the live coals’ are uséd 
in‘ the Argentine and in the more south- 
ern ports.of brazil, but not so- gener- 
ally. In Argentina, the little gourd and 


tube are used exelustvely in drinking 


maté. 

Some of these abiea gourds from the 
Argentine are very.pretty. In shape, 
an elongated oval with the top cut off, 
li the Englishman’s breakfast égg, 
and beautifully polished, they suggest 
a@ brown-and-cream sea-shell.

From the time 
governmental support was Withdrawn from the ex- 
changes, on March 20, to the middle of Decem- 
ber;-the trend for all of the allied exchanges was 
almost uninterruptedly downward. At the outset 
sterling was being held at $4.75%, francs at 5.45% 
and lira at 6.36. At the end of November, when 
the Senkte failed to ratify the Peace Treaty, ster- 
ling went fractionally below $4 for the first-time, 
francs went to 9.84 and lira to 12.60. In the 
first two weeks' of December there was a panicky 
condition, which took sterling to the low point of 
$3,65%, francs to 11.87 and lira to 13.60. After 
that there was a slight rally. 

In the first half of the year many interesting de- 
velopments occurred. -On Jan. 17 dealings in Bel- 
gian francs were resumed for the first time since 
the beginning of the war. On April 22 transac- 
tions were permitted for the first time with most 
of the Central European countries, these transac- 
tions at first being conducted through the Amer- 
ican Relief Administrafion, On May 1 dealings in 
reichsmarks were allowed, when cable service be- 
tween “New York and Berlin, Hamburg and 
Bremen were resumed. ‘Marks opened at about 7 
cents each, later falling to approximately 2 cents 
‘each. 


Flotation of Foreign Loans. 


Foreign loans floated publicly in the United 
States reached an aggregate of $473,600,000. 
During most of the year the issues which were 
offered were well absorbed, but in'the last quarter 
the: investment market gave evidence of difficulty 
in .assimilating further extensive offerings.

Railroad Gross and Net. Income. 


Railroad earnings continued to reflect the ab-| 


normal relationship betweén income and expense 
as in the preceding year, but to a more pro- 
nounced degree.

more rapidly, -so that at the end of the year the 


Federal operating deficit was considerably more 
than in 1918. Further wage incredses and the 
increased cost of all materials entering into rail- 
road operation, plus a big decrease in the effi- 
ciency of railroad labor, were the outstanding fac. 
tors in bringing about the increased deficit. The 
following table-shows gross and net revenues for 
the past seven years, the December, 1919, results 
being partly estimated:

Average Prices of Stocks. 


The average price movements of railroad and 
industrial stocks presented marked differences dur- 
ing the several months of the year. Twenty-five 
railroad issues started from a minimum point of 
59.53 in January and attained their maximum 
level in May, the final price of that month being 
68.17. By the end of August the average quota- 
tion, had receded to 60.66, to 56.62 at the end of 
November; and to 56.15 at the close of the year.

Not only was speculation rampant from 
the middle of February to October, but the rapid 
output of new industrial stocks, notably~ oil, com- 
pany shares, furnished a broader supply of issues 
than the markets had ever contained before. Due 
chiefly to enormous dealings in Liberty bonds and 
Victory notes, trading in the bond market also 
established ‘a new high yearly record.

SHIPPING OUTLOOK. 


‘TN recounting some of the leading 

factors of the Américan shipbuild- 
ing situation, R. H. M. Robinson, 
‘President of the Merchant Shipbuild- 
ing: Corporation, says in THE ,AN-. 
NALIST, to. be issued tomorrow, that 
uncertainty over Government. activi- 
ties in the ocean transportation field 
has caused the private shipowner to 
act cautiously. 

‘‘ This has two aspects,’’ says Mr. 
Robinson. ** First, it has added to 
the inherently great ‘difficulties of 
working out an ‘equitable basis for 
winding up or canceling wartime con- 
tracts which have outlived their use- 
fulness; second, it has had a reflex 
action upon:the attitude of private 
Shipowners: toward new construction. 
Every private ‘shipowner is thinking 
hard about thé possible effect upon his 
own .business, if some of the huge 
fleet of Government-owned vessels are 
placed in direct competition with him, 
in response to insistent demands from 
shippers and others for cheap and 
plentiful service, whether profitable 


tf} frpm the operating’ ‘point of-view or 


not. 

‘* It appears self-evident to every 
man at all conversant with the condi- 
tions that such’ a program of Govern- 
ment. operation would, result in huge 
losses which must be.borne by the 
taxpayer; but in the méanwhile it 
would drive out of business the pri- 
vate shipping. company whose re- 
sources are limited, no-matter how be 
ficient its. organiaztion. Naturall 
with such a bugbear before him, the 
private shipowner will. hesitate long 
before committing several millions of 
dollars for new tonnage.’’ 

The permanence of the American 
merchant marine, says Mr. Robinson, 
depends ultimately upon the. willing- 
ness of the public to invest money. ip 
it through the medium of securities. 


STOCK EXCHANGE SEATS. 


Membership seats on*the New York 
Stock Exchange, sold at $110,000 in 
1919. This was the highest price ever 
paid, and compared with $68,000, the 
low price-of the year, which was’ paid 
early in January. Since _ 1868 seats 
on the big board- have been transferred 
bv purchase and sale. ‘Before that 
Mate an initiation fee and regular dues 
were paid. ‘The following table shows 
the high and low prices paid for mem- 
berships in the last ten years: .

Subsequent. inquiry 
showed that the Amer- 
ican Woolen’ Company 
is ‘not now . selling 
things to its employes.

The 
company could buy things in quantity 
and sell them at cost, the latter being 
something . which ordinary. traders 
cannot do, they being in business to 
make a living. . For that matter, the 
employes could do what has been done 
in Great Britain for many years—have |- 
a co-operative buying and selling or- 
ganization—end perhaps also undersell 
the shopkeepers. So, too, for that 
matter, could any other considerable 
body of men in’ any. part of the coun- 
try. Carried to its extreme, theoreti- 
cally, it would be possible in this way 
to eliminate all the so-calléd middle 
men and have all purchases and sales 
made direct. .In practice. however, 
there would be encountered many dif- 
ficulties. ‘Business methods and the 
distribution of. products as they exist 
ave the result of growth and a lot of 


experimenting. They have become es- 
tablished because they have proved 
serviceable and satisfactory. When- 
ever any of them becomes wasteful or 
inefficient it is discarded for something 
better. Judgment, skill and foresight 
in buying, on which so much depends, 
come in great measure from individual 
initiative, which demands more than a 
wage as recompense 
sumption of thé risks attending such 
ventures must be a hope or promise:

Nor are holders of the article 
at all perturbed by any ‘possible re- 
striction of the buying of cotton goods 
and  their.. consequent reduction in 
price. ‘The mafgin between the cost 
of the raw material at its highest and 
the price at which ordinary gray goods 
are held is sufficiently great to permit 
a very decided lowering in the latter 
without at all affecting the market 
value of the former. Consumption of 
cotton in the domestic mills is proceed- 
ing rather about the average. In No- 
vember 490,698 bales were used. This 
makes a total for the first four months 
of the cotton year of 2,039,891 bales 
and indicates an. aggregate for the 
‘| year of less than 6,000,000 bales. The 
-consumption in the mills for the year 
ended July 31 jwas 5,588,727 bales. 
Exports for November were at a rec- 
ord level, totaling 924,751 bales. The 
largeness of the quantity was due in 
great measure to the fact that ship- 
ments were curtailed during the two 
preceding months by the wateérfront 
strikes. Up to the end of Noyember 
the exports of cotton for the four 
months were 1,987,548 bales... As 
things look now, the consumption of 
American cotton will not exceed 12,- 
000,000 bales. But great hopes for 
further exports are based on the Edge 
act in aid-of financing foreign trade. 
The high levels of value for cotton 


goods recently reached-show no signs 
of recession. Demand is constant and 
buyers are insistent in their orders 
regardless of price. Complaints are 
made of slowness of delivery, and the 
increased quantity of foreign fabrics 
arriving is not sufficient to ease the 
situation.

A Salesman’s View of the Effort | 
to Substitute It in Place of.- 
ie pe Xt Salacios.: 


‘In many retail stores a drawing ac- 
count and commissions have 
straight salaries, Where the change has 
been made, after long study of various 
plans and proper consideration to the 
peculiar’ problems of the establishment, 
there is generally no trouble to be found 
with the new system, and both employer 
and employe are better satisfied with 
the arrangement that provides a reward 
for the best. sales’ effort. 

» But in many cases the demands of the 
employes for more money became in- 
sistent in so short a spade of time, owing 
to the leaps and bounds with which liv- 
ing costs: advanced, that many commis- 
sion plans were adoptéd practically over- 
night. An employer, for instance, would 
suddenly grow weary of ‘repeated re- 
quests for ‘‘ raises *’ and enter his store 
one morning having decided to adopt the 
commission plan as‘a cure-all: He would 
announce the change from wages to 
commissions, emphasize the point that 
salaries now depended upon individual 
effort, and then await results. .In such 
cases it is small. wonder that the make- 


advantages. but also bring a ‘train of 
new évils. In other words, commissions 
stopped wage increase demands but 
neglected the best interests of the store 
in several important particulars. 

The best angle to view the workings 
of such new systems is through the eyes 
of an experienced retail salesman who 
was well paid when only wages were 
given and-is now able to make his ex- 
perience yield him large commissions. 

‘‘We changed from straight salaries 
to. commissions,’ such a'man. said, 
‘“‘when the boss got tired one day of 


handing out more. money to a. lot of| 


greenhorns and decided to put it up to 
his people to make an arrangement so 
that every one would be paid according 
to the effort he made. Owing to. the 
big demand for merchandise, sales’ have 
been very large and the increased vol- 
ume of business: we.are doing cannot 
therefore be credited entirely to the com- 
mission arrangement. In fact, there is 
evidence on all sides that the plan we 


follow can be improved in lots of ways. 
‘Where the store falls down princi- 
pally is in the amount of goods that 
are returned. The salesmen, eager for 
sales and the: commissions. they repre- 
‘sent, will sell anytnigg. and | avers taunag 
the customer the. inexpe- 
rienced ones. Their monthly sales are 
large, but deductions made for returns 
cut down, their commissiéns, sometimes 
to a quarter of what they imagined they 
would receive. This could never happen 
to an experienced man, if it did he 
would decide in an instant that in order 
to get' the full commissions on his sales: 
he would have to take more pains} to 
satisfy the customer and make the sate 
stick.’ The inexperienced. clerk, on 
the other hand, works on a different 
fhecry- He realizes that his different 
handicaps _ Prevent him from (making 
sales that ‘‘stick.’ bee emg 4 he goes 
after volume and depends on a og haan 
ber of actual sales out vf the large 
total.

“The result of this careless selling is 
to create an unfavorable impression’ on 
the customer. Since the commission ar- 
rangement has been badaeabeong in our 
store I will venture to” say at over 
half of the goods sold are returned. 
There certainly isn’t any profit in that, 
or -wouldn’t be unless the mark-up was 
sufficiently high to take care of, the ex- 
pense entailed. 

“Of course, — answer to this might 
very well get more experienced 
help, but the fact of the matter is that 
there are very few good retail sales men 
or women compared with the large num- 
ber now employed. It strikes me the 
commission plan encourages the use of 
the inexperienced. It is a sure index of 
sales ability, and for this reason the 
employment manager is always willing 
to take a chance on changing from one 
to another, and his effo toward in- 
creasing the labor turnover are supple- 
mented by the attitude of many workers 
who are no longer content to stay with 
one position long enough to learn more 
than the rudiments of business. At 
present I think inexperience is prin- 
cipally the fault of the job jumpers, pee 
to my mind some employers are also to 
blame because they seem to beliéve that 
peving commissions answers ev Nat d prob- 
em. As a matter of fact, it strikes me 
there is only one successful way to sell 
goods, and that method is to judge the 
customer and his or her wants. If that 
customer is wearing a pair of $5. shoes 
there is no sense in trying to sell a pair 
of $20 shoes and expect them ‘to stay 
aon takes neg * glance by the ex- 

rienced man rate a customer. 
ath I might aad. that trouble may be 
caused by the method of setting the 
commission rates. Thus; a senge com- 
mission set on the sale of a high priced 
article means that the _ inexperienced 
salesman 1 try to -sell that artitle 
and neglect .others whose value ‘may. be 
more, in keeping with what the cus- 
tomer wants to pay. This is a frequent 
source of dissatisfaction on the cus- 
tomer’s part,. and the dissatisfaction 
results in a large number of returns. 
The same thing ap fies to high commis- 
sions paid for moving out old steck and 
broken sizes. -The salesman will force 
these articles on a customer against the 
customer's will, use the sale pays 
more.

Portugal Produces forty-five Per 
Cent. ef World’s Supply. 


According to a report made by the As- 
sciation of. Corkwood Manufacturers of 
Portugal, the total world production of. 
corkwood is estimated at 180,000,000 
kilos, or 896,882,000 pounds, of which 45 
per cent. is produeed in Portugal, 30 
per cent. in Spain, 6 per cent. in France 
and Italy, and 20 per cent. in Algeria 
and Tunis, For the present Portugal is 
the largest producer, of corkwood, and 
probably will maintain its position for 
several years more. In some districts 
of Portugal, reports Consul General W. 
L. Lowrie at Lisbon, the quality of the 
corkwod is superior to that of other 
countries. The forests in . and

Economic and Social Unrest Everywhere 
And Attempts at Readjustment 








In the following chronology the sen- 
sational aspects of economic and social 
unrest and the attempts of governments 
and peoples to find a working formula 
necessarily prevail. Some of the at- 
tempts appear’ to be constructive; others 
may become so; others still are obyi- 
ously, when-judged by their results and 
the loss to the public in time, money, 
and products, the epposite of construc- 
tive. Outside the field of open clashes 
between government, capital and labor 
much constructive work has been. ac- 
complished, particularly in the United 
States, but its character is such that 
its sequences of dates and events would | Ap 
connote little to the general - public, 

Some distinctly constructive work. ac- 
complished here has come directly under 
the observation of the American Asso- 
ciation for Labor Legislation and its 
report shows what was acComplished 
in 1919 by both national and State leg- 
islation to solve the problem of indus- 
trial unrest in one of its most vital 
aspects—the health and contentment of 
the employed as a valuable business 
asset for the employer. 

According to the report there are now 
only six, all practically non-industrial 
States of the South, which have no 
workmen's compensation law, ~ The 
States which adopted such a law last 
year were Missouri, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama,\ and North Dakota, and more 
than thirty States amended laws already 
in existence, particularly. in the direc- 
tion”~ of more liberat cash allowances 
and medical benefits for the injured. 
In some States, notably Massachusetts, 
attention was paid to securing proper 
employment fof the injured victims ‘not 
only of industry but of the war, and for 
the re-education and rehabilitation of 
cripples of the war 

Bight States—California, Illinois, Min- 
nesota, Nevada, New Jersey, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, and Rhode Island—en- 
acted laws authorizing such work. And 
both: houses of Congress passed bills to 
provide Federal aid to those States 
which make provision for the rehabilita- 
tion of industrial cripples. Women’s 
hours were reduced in half a/ dozen 
States, including an eight-hour law in 
Utah and a nine-hour limit In Massachu- 
setts, secured after a full half century’s 
struggle. Minimum wage laws‘. for 
women and children were enacted in two 
additional States, 
Texas, making fourteen now in force, 
in addition to thé District of Columbia. 

Labor laws fared well.last year in the 
courts. The United States Supreme 
Court ‘upheld the ‘women’ s eight-hour 
law and, the workmen's compensation 
law of’ Arizona. ~ ‘The Supréme Court of 
North’ Dakota ‘upheld the new work- 
men’s compensation law. in. that State, 
including the exclusive State ‘insurance 
fund. <A Féderal Judge in. North: Caro- 
lina ruled against the new national child

bra ret In the dark hours of his 
troubles the. Marshal of France smoked 
‘many pipes to see his way clear to vic- 
tory. He never lost his head, even when 
‘the Germans were boy eng at the door 
gf Amiens Mier a power: shells; 
the Britigh had their bake against 
a wall at Kemmel Hill and only the 
last yeserve could save the Hasbrouck- 
Ypres railway; and when the Americans 
and Moroccans at Chiteau-Thierry 
barred the road to Paris, 

Explaining his figure of speech, Foex 
says. that be did not get excited, he re- 
duced everything to its essentials, he 
avoided useless emotions, he concentrated 
all his strength upon hig job, It does not 
tell the whole stery. Other Genergls 
have been calm, philosophic, determined, 
energetic, and they have willed ‘victory, 
but it has not come. The great French- 
mah had a genius for action at the right 
time, and in the emergency. his courage 
was tremendous—there is no other werd 
fer it. .More than once during the con- 
flict he statched success from the black 
jaws of defeat. At the most. critical 
stage of the first battle of the Marne, 
when his corps was giving way, he rein- 
forced a part of the line, and by a fu- 
rigua and well-timed assault turned the 
tide of battle, It was the same on the 
Yser a month later, when the enemy 
threatened to break through te the Chan- 
nel ports. The Marshal smoked another 
pipe, and the enemy was thrown back 
and had to dig in, A very thin line of 
skilled and stubborn resistance saved the 
allied armies from disaster on that occa- 
sion. FERDINAND FocH was not in su- 
preme command at the time, but he had 
charge ofthe Yser front. 

After the conference at Beauvais on 
April. 3, 1918, when the fortunes of the 
Allies, including the Americans ready for 
battle; were committed to Marshal Focu, 
he seems to have been busy until July 18 
smoking pipes for calmness and concen- 
tration.

‘LESSONS FROM THE PAST. 


An observation frequently heard in 
these times, -both among friends of the 
Bolsheviki and in those wide circles where 
War weariness has dimmed political 
vision, is that you-cannot fight ideas 
with machine guns. That is true,\ to 
some extent, but if. your enemies fight 
with ideas and machine guns, teo, you 
cannot resist them successively with ideas 





.alene. The world of democracies. could 


have peace with Bolshevist Russia to- 
morrow, but peace only for the machine 
guns; the war of ideas would go on until 
such time as the Bolsheviki found it con- 
venient to resume the war in the field, 
And where their ideas had made no 
progress they would depend on the ma- 
chine guns ‘for victory, as they have 
done. more than once already. Unless 
Russian Bolshevistn is wholly denatured 
by some change from within—that is to 
say, unless Russia ceases to be Bolshe- 
vist—war between it and the Western 
world is inevitable. 

The French Revalution is often cited 
as a historical parallel, the fall of Kot- 
CHAK is Compared with the collapse of 
the efforts of the dynastic armies of Cen- 
tral Europe to bring the Bourbons back 
to Paris. The parallel is not perfect, for 
if French and British troops had sup- 
ported the Russian volunteer forces in 

equivalen$ to that of the forces 
which invaded republican France Kot- 
CHAK would probably be in Moscow to- 


day; nevertheless, thé likeness of the , 
eases is so evident that it is rather surs 


‘prising to find it used by Bolshevist 
propagandists. For the parallel of the 
French Revolution, catried a few years 
further, would: make it clear that no’ 
peace with Bolshevist Russia is possible. 
Republican France had no sooner safe- 
guarded her own frontiers than she car- 
ried her crusading idea against the rest 
of Europe, finding support in every coun- 
try from the discontented as well as 
from the believers in the gospel of de- 
mocracy. But the French fought with 
bayonets as well as with ideas, and the 
bayonets were of more enduring impor- 
tance.’ Presently the little republics 
around the borders of France discovered 
that they had not exchanged tyranny for 
self-gavernment, but rule by a despot for 
rule by the French. Democracy was an 
excellent theory, but in practice the 
Freneh leaders of the movement con- 
trolled every country where their revolu- 
tionary example was followed, and of 
their efforts to extend their influence 
elsewhere American history has some in- 
struetive examples. - The French idea lost 
its power when men discovered that thé 
reality of subjection was the same under 
whatever master, but the bayonets were 
as powerful as ever; and the bayonets 
kept France supreme over Europe, under 
Directory, Consulate and Empire, until 
Naronzen’s ‘Russian adventure threw 
away his balance of military superiority 
and gave his enemies the advantage. And 
even in the final campaigns, while the 
national apirit aroused'in Prussia, Rus- 
sia, and Spain played perhaps the most 
impertant part in his overthrow, it had 
to he translated into action through the 
bayonets of the men who died at Leipzig 
and Waterloo. 

Twenty-three centuries earlier the 
same historical drama had been played, 
in the name of the same idea of\democ- 
racy, and to a somewhat similar concly- 
gion, The expansion of the power. of 


First Peloponnesian War—a struggle in- 
finitely more impprtant in the history of 
Greece and the world than its successor 
which has been by the 
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idea soon lost its held, SR tho Adealion 
spears and Athenian warships remained 
invincible; Athens was es powerful in 
Greece as was Napoleonic France in 
Burope, until an Athenian Grand Army

quer Egypt. Then, with the military bal- 
ceived the Athenian apostles of démoc- 
racy revolted against their Athenian 
masters, Athens escaped her Waterloo 


-and: was saved for her golden age be- 


cause PERICLES, no very brilliant states- 
man on the whole, yet had intelligence 
enough to know when he was and 
made such a peace as N. IN might 
perhaps have made before Leipzig. Rev- 
olutionary France and demoeratic Athens 
found ideas a valuable auxiliary in their 
campaigns, but their victoriea were won 
by arms and their defeat was brought 
about by arms. 

The history of Bolshéviion in Germany 
and Hungary in 1919, as well as the work 
of Belshevist propagandists elsewhere, 


| makes it clear enough that any spread of 


Bolshevism would mean in effect rule 
from Moscow or by other members of the 
group of internationalists who rule 
in Moscow. The reaction of national 
sentiment against this alien authority of 
men, hot gifted with the sympathetic 
qualities of the French and Athenian 
character has already contributed valu- 
able support to the resistance against 
Bolshevism; to that extent ideas are 
being fought by ideas. But machine 


guns can be successfully fought only by. 


machine guns. France and Athens both 
extended their empires because of divi- 
sions among their enemies and the luke- 
warmness3 of some of the Powers threat- 
ened by their advance. If the Prussian 
armiesthat were destroyed at Jena and 
Auerstiidt had been present at Auster- 
lite the year before, NAPOLRON’s sun 
might have gone behjnd the clouds that 
day; but NAPOLEON was enabled to fight 
his enemies ohke or two at a time until 
1818. The rise of Athenian power threat- 
ened the.very life of Sparta, yet Sparta 
never interfered whole-heartedly in, the 
war to restrain Athens, and left Corinth 
and Aegina, the States most immediately 
threatened, to make a gallant but unsuc- 
cessful defense. If Poland and Rumania 
are left unsupported against Bolshevist 
Russia, more distant Powers may find 
their task all the heavier when finally it 
is laid upon them; American neutrality 
of 1915 probably had much to do with the 
Ruasian collapse of 1917 and the German 
victories of the Spring of 1918:

There is @ limit, it. now ‘appears, -be- 
yond which the easy-going, short-sighted 
majority ef Americans ‘will not permit 
their convictions to be outraged. Only a 
few months ago it was accepted as a fact 
that even a minority ef voters, if 
sufficiently well organized, could politi- 
cally influence enough Congressmen to se- 
cure desired legislation. We had seen 
leaders ofthe railway brotherhoods, watch 
in hand, preside over the enactment of the 
Adamson law from their point of van- 
tage in the gallery, We had seen a fun- 
damental question of the franchise de- 
cided against the expressed judgment of 
the voters of many States by appealing 
over .their heads to their legislative rep- 
resentatives. We had seen the repeal of 
daylight saving, righteously vetoed by 
the President as contrary to the interests 
and the wishes of the majority,.passed 
in triumph over his veto, at the will of 
a few pretending to represent the rural 
voter. -Fimally we had seen the question 
“of prohibition, the most delicate, the 
most complicated, and most important of 
all, settled not by the processes of reason 
and enlightened opinion, but by the man- 
date of a rigidly dictatorial organization.

WORLD ae IN TREATY DELAY 


By ISAAC F. MARCOSSON 


Mr. Marcossen, who has lately re 
turned from Germany, has made seven 
trips to Europe since 1915. He visited 
every. neutral and warring country and 
has interviewed every outstanding 
allied soldier and statesman and most 
of the German leaders. His opportuni- 
ties for observation have been unusual. 


URING the war we imprisoned 
D men for slacking in the face 
of imperative national service. 

Some were foolish zealots, others igno- 


rant or deluded persons of foreign birth 
or antecedents. Then we faced a crisis 


in world affairs that taxed the resources * 


of all civilization. We had to beat the 
German. " 

Today, and with that wer ended, we 
are confronted with another international 
erisis, bloodless but not less acute: Again 
we have the spectacle of a selfish slack- 
ing, but this time unfortunately we are 
powerless, for the moment, to punish. 
The obstructors of the Peace Treaty in 
the United States Senate are, in their 
way, no less culpable than those bigoted 
and misguided disloyalists who blocked 
our war effort. They are doing their 
utmost to impair the fruits of a costly 

There is speculation in many quarters 
-about the sources of the unrest that is 
stifling initiative, impeding reconstruc- 
tion and paralyzing endeavor every- 
where. Some of it is due to pathological 
reaction after the stupendous struggle 
that ended in November, 1918, but a con- 
siderable portion results from the flat 
failure of the United States to ratify 
the treaty and clear the decks for a real 
stabilization. There could have been no 
triumph over the Teuton without the 
weight and force of the American Ex- 


peditionary Force; there can be no per- _ 


manent regeneration, or even a start at 
it, without American participation. 

The high cost of living pales alongside 
the high cost of Senatorial slacking as 
the prize speeder-up of discontent and 
disintegration. 

I wonder if that small group of self- 
seeking Senators, obsessed by. vanity, 


consumed with self-interest, and bitten - 


by partisan prejudice, realize the spec: 
tacle they present to the world abroad 
that looked to us for leadership during 
the dark days, and which now regards us

as a deserter to a cause whose appeal to 
our loya!ty and our co-operation is as 
urgent now as when the German legions 

To. one who has~had much occasion 


these last five years to touch and ap- _ 


praise European sentiment it is a depres- 
sing and humiliating performance. If 


Mr. Lodge and his associates had de- 
liberately set out to dim our war-won 
prestige and block the way to peace and 
reorganization, they could not have suc- 
ceeded more completely. They have 
knocked the props from under a cripple 
and refused him succor. Their idea of a 
magnificent isolation is nothing more nor 


less than whac in the plain American. 
vernacular amounts to “ welching” in a. 
vast responsibility. 

This matter of American culpability — 
with relation to the Peace Treaty nat- — 
urally falls in two sections. One is the © 
moral phase, which concerns our obliga- 
tions to our allies and the pressing hu- 
man needs of Europe. The other is the 
purely practical aspect, which can be re- 
duced to unromantic dollars and cents 
and which affects every citizen regard- 
less of his class or creed. Let us take 
up the moral side first. 

To have known Europe during the 
years immediately following the out- 
break of the war was to be aware of a 
certain high hope of America. Far-see- | 
ing men who were not cursed with the ~ 
dangerous optimism that saw an early 
end of hostilities knew that inevitably 
we would be inthe conflict. The fore- 
most democracy could not long mask 
itself behind a neutrality that encour- 
aged increasing indifference to self- 
preservation. I remember that in Eng- 
land, especially, men of all degrees looked 
confidently to that time when we would 
array ourselves on the side of freedom. 
The universal opinion was: “ When 
America goes in she will do the job prop- 
erly and she will stay in to clean up,” 

During the period immediately pre- 
ceding our entry into the war and for a 
considerable time thereafter I had the 
privilege of many conversations with 
General Smuts, the real father of the 
League of Nations and the foremost 
statesman that the war produced. He 


had this same ideal of. our participation - 


in the conflict and in the perilous post- 
war era. Once he said to me: 

“ America must stand as the great 
protagonist for liberty during these 
terrible war days and she must be one 
of the sponsors of the new world.” 

He expected us to be the stabilizer 


when the ugly back-wash of war would 
throw up envy, malice, jealousy and .~ 
‘suspicion. All these poisons infect the 


world today, but we have made no effort” 
to apply the disinfectant. 

The attitude of General Smuts, te 
was a delegate at Versailles, toward the 
Peace Treaty, provides a precedent that 
we may well emulate. He did not re — 


oe 
gard the document as perfection; he dis- _ 


agreed with many of its provisions. But 








-hhe signed it because he felt that the 


geal regalia amet ag 


in particular were far more im- 
E pentant than his personal desires. 

No one need be told that we made a 
gallant effort in the war. I saw thr 
American flag unfurled at Chaumont 
when we had only a handful of men in 
France; I heard the big guns behind 
our khakied millions sound the doom of 
German ambition in that memorable 
Autumn of 1918. Along with hundreds 
ef thousands of my countrymen abroad 
I then felt that America, the only 
solvent nation among the Allies, the one 

- people who had least felt the sacrifice of 
those ravening years, would stand by 


the obligations of peace with the same ™ 


unswerving fidelity with which she had 
loosed the broadsides of destruction. 
Allied Europe shared this conviction. 
The same hope was rekindled when our 
peace delegation sat down at Versailles. 
With those deliberations this article is 
‘not concerned.’ I believe that the treaty 
is as satisfactory as could have been pro- 


duced in the cireumstatices. That Mr. | 


Wilson went to Paris with lofty ideals 
there can be no doubt. That hé also sur- 
rounded himself, in the main, with hu- 
man echoes instead of aggressive and ef- 
fective co-workers, is likewise evident. 
Wilson history repeated itself. The 
dictator of the Cabinet became the ar- 
biter of the American Peace Delegation. 
Accustomed to dominate the amiable and 
plastic assenters of his official family, he 
succumbed the first time he clashed with 
virile and forceful personalities. The re- 
sult was the collapse of the structure of 
his idealism. He made the best of a bad 
bargain and came back. 
I returned to Europe shortly after Mr. 
Wilson’s departure for home. Despite 
the disappointment over his personal per- 
formance there was still the hope that 
the nation which sent him abroad would 
back him up, even though individual esti- 
mates of the results of his mission might 
~ wary. He had gone to France as the 
chief representative and spokesman of 
the American people. We had entered 
the war whole-heartedly. Europe had 
every right to assume that once our good 
namé was affixed to the treaty that 
name would not be repudiated. Any 
other course was inconceivable to a for- 
eign eye that had watched us emerge 
from the provincialism of our interna- 
tional position and become part and par- 
cel of the big world of action and prog- 
, Tress. : 

The President’s obstinacy, coupled 
with the blind and unreasoning preju- 
dice of his enemies, frustrated an early 
compromise and defeated the whole pur- 
pose of a quick ratification. Quibbling 
about reservations, debating resolutions 
for a separate peace with Germany, or 
questioning the ethics of the League of 
Nations are, in theNast analysis, relati- 
vely small matters compared with the 
larger and really vital issue of getting 
something done. That something is defi- 
nite action on the treaty. 

The whole universe waits on peace. 
Reconstruction is like ‘a racer crouched 
at the tape. He will not get off until 


__we commit ourselves to world stability., 


“his can only be achieved by accepting 
the treaty regardless of its merits or 
its demerits. America is rich and power- 
ful and resourceful. Her own inherent 
strength is sufficient guarantee against 
any vulnerability to which we have ex- 
posed ourselves by accepting the instru- 
‘ment. 

The whole tiresome and truculent 
fight over the treaty and our failure to 
act promptly has set us back in inter. 
national affairs immeasurably. Back- 
sliding at a time when our co-operation 
is vitally needed has had the effect of 
bringing the whole American people 
into disrepute abroad. Our war mo- 
tives are being questioned; our future 
course is under suspicion. We are 
being looked upon as political tricksters 
and lukewarm idealists who literally got 
*“ cold feet” when the test of stamina 

~ came. 

It is no longer.a question of “ Who 
‘won the war?” The pertinent and all- 
absorbing query is: “Who is to estab-

lish peace?” Without America there 
an be no social, political or economic 
peace, and -vithout this peace the war 
will have been fought in vain. To fail 
the civilization for which we gave so 
freely of our lives and our money is to 
invite widespread d.zaster. 

At this point the question naturally 
arises: “Why worry about Europe? 
We did her a pretty- good service when 
we sent over two million doughboys and 
saved the day. Let us give a thought to 
America.” . 

Quite right, but you cannot think 
about America any: more without think- 
ing about Europe. We are inseparably 
bound up in the fabric of international 
affairs. Our stake abroad is so immense 
that we cannot afford to be an inert by- 
stander. Bankruptcy or worse across 
the Atlantic would seriously affect our 
industry. and our commerce. 

. The short-sightedness of the fight 
against the treaty is so obvious that it 
néeds no explanation. Those Senators 
who have vented their personal animosi- 
ties against Mr. Wilson will find that 
public opinion, regardless of party align- 
ment, is-turning from criticism of the 
President’ to bitter condemnation of 
enemies of the treaty as such. In other 
words, every day of delay in ratification 
makes the President’s position stronger 
and convinces bed most casual onlooker 
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that narrow partisanship and not con- 
structive statesmnanship is blocking the 
way to world solvency and sanity. 


But this failure to “finish the job” is © 


merely one detail in our moral obligation. 
The pity becomes acute when you have 
seen the tumult and tragedy of actual 
war. The Peace Conference set up a 
certain machinery for peace, We-were to 
be the power house of that machine. No 
one dreamed that the enginery to recreate 
Europe—indeed the whole world—would 
lack the driving power of America. In- 
stead of fueling this plant we have with- 
drawn from the scene. It stands idle and 
impotent. The magnetic leadership of 
Lloyd George plus the driving force of 
Clemenceau, and all that these two men 
stand for, can avail little if we do not 
put our shoulder to the peace wheel and 


*“ do it now.” 


There is still another phase of this 
responsibility.. Hardship is the invariable 
by-product of war. Since.the great war. 
was projected on a vaster scale than any 
a pa ies eRe eee 


r bihiciica:to> intocite We hai It 
is estimated that not less than 5,000,000 


people, principally children, will die of 
cold and hunger in Europe this Winter. 
Millions more are destitute, both in the 
nations that fought the good fight and in 
those’ that opposed us. 

America was the Great Mother when 
patriotic impulse ran high. The armi- 
stice did not put an end to want. 

Had the world turned sanely and swift- 
ly to peace-much of this European suf- 
fering would. have been avoided. Cer- 
tainly it would have been mitigated. Real 
relief waits on peace, and we are the 
principal obstacles to peace. Had we ac- 
cepted the treaty at once the whole work 
of mercy would have been expedited, and 
countless lives saved. Much of the re- 
sponsibility for this wholesale tragedy 
must be laid at our doors. 

Now let us turn to the economic side 
and make some inventory of the actual 
price of Senatorial delay. The war cost 
unprecedented billions in money and took 
toll of millions of men. A vast gash has 
been put into life and labor. Europe is 
like a factory that has worked over- 
time. The wear and tear has been ter- 
rific and the machines must be renewed. 

‘This renewal depends on peace—not 
a patched-up peace, but a practical work- 
ing peace in which all nations must 


join. Until we make ourselves partners ~ 


in the peace framed at Versailles the 
dynamo of reconstruction cannot be 
started. 

We cannot continue our indefinite 
lending to Europe. Excessive lending, 
like much charity, tends to pauperize. 
The only way to meet the situation and 


put the warring countries—Germany in- © 


cluded—on their financial feet is to do 
business with them. We must buy 
what they have to sell. In this exchange 
of commodities lies the real hope of 
world rebuilding. It can only be 
achieved when we have concluded a 
peace that re-establishes the trade ma- 
chinery dislocated by the war. 

The concrete example of Germany 

will illustrate the high price of Sena- 
torial delay, as affecting the universal 
rehabilitation. I did not believe that 
Germany was really beaten until I went 
there last September. Long contact 
with the Teuton soldier and propagandist 
made me wary of deceit, trickery and 
subterfuge. 
I found that Germany is not only 
beaten but knows and admits it. But 
beating Germany is only a part of the 
task of civilization.. In the general in- 
terest she must be salvaged if we are 
going to redeem Europe and help our- 
selves. She’ must have credits and the 
raw materials with which to labor. 

The Red element is still strong in Ger- 
many; the middle-grounders are none too 
sure of their position; the reactionary 
group is far from stifled. _ Dissatisfac- 


tion, poverty, resentment—all the unrest ~ 


that follows- defeat and disillusion are 
the heritage of that one-time proud and 
arrogant empire. It is a fifty-fifty 
proposition whether the present Govern- 
ment—even the present form of gov- 
ernment—will endure. 

The menace of revolution has not van- 
ished from Germany. A Red Germany 
‘wou'd mean an alliance with Red Russia 
and that, in turn, means a whole new 
world war against anarchy. And the 
world is sick of war. 

There is only one certain antidote 
against discontent and it lies in work. 
Production is the unfailing instrument 
of regeneration. Put Germany to work 
and you will also put the agitator out of 


fact that we must face sooner or later. 
Throughout Germany I the 
statement: ® We are waiting on Amer- 
ica. Until the final peace is ratified we 
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do not know where we stand or how 
much indemnity we must pay. We look 
to America for the new leadership.” 

Some of ‘this is flattery to impress the 
alien visitor, but a good deal of it is the 
truth. Witheut waiting fer the final 
ratification of the treaty, England, 
France, Italy and Belgium are doing 
business with Germany. She was our 
second largest customer before the war. 
If our allies go ahead and conclude peace 
with her they wil have the tremendous 
advantage of a flying start and an in- 
trenched consular and commercial at- 
taché service, 

These nations realize the value of re- 
suming business relations with the Ger- 
man at once. The Rhine region and else- 
where are alivé with their emissaries. 
We alone are neglecting the opportunity 
to bring about normal conditions in the 
discredited Fatherland, and thus enable 
her to pay the indemnities to France and 
Belgium. If these indemnities are de- 
layed or impaired immense hardship will 
be brought among the gallant peoples 
who bore the brunt of the war. 
self-selling in the markets of the world, 
for we practically stood alone at the uni- 
versal trade counter. That time is gone. 
Once England strikes her business stride 
she will be our. keenest commercial rival. 
We need an immense foreign trade to 
keep our productive pot boiling and un- 
less we get on the peace wagon we will _ 
be left behind despite our enormous re- 
sources. 

Turn for a moment to the all im- 
portant matter of private business en- 
terprise (and much of the burden of re- 
construction must fall on the individual) 
and you find uncertainty ard indecision 
in the mind of the merchant, the manu- 
facturer and the investor. Unless this 
doubt is removed, working capital is tied 
up and enterprise deadened. Here you 
have just one more penalty for our 
failure to act on the treaty. 

No man can range this hectic uni- 
verse today without realizing that a 
great deal of the idealism for which men 
fought and died has gone into the scrap- 
heap along with much useless gun metal. 
The spiritual rebirth that was to break 
with the cessation of hostilities has 
failed to materialize. A bitter struggle 
of mass has been followed by a conflict 
of class more subtle and sinister. The 
aftermath of war is a whirlpool of 
doubt and debate. Apparently the world 
has only been made safe for the striker 
and the profiteer. 

Back in the dark days, when the best 
blood of Britain ant) France was being 
spilled from Gallipoli to the Somme and 
America stood aloof, Theodore Roosevelt 
made a characteristic epigram that fitted 
the time. He said: “If America ever 
goes into the war she will back in.” 

We did not exactly “ back” in, for we 
entered with head erect and flags flying. 
Our troops registered an imperishable 
heroism. We closed the breach in allied 
fortunes, and we might easily have fol- 
lowed up this supremie service to human- 
ity with an international leadership that 
would have made us stewards of the 
future. Nations, big and little, looked 
to us for counsel and encouragement. 
Never was there a more dazzling oppor- 
tunity for far-flung and commanding 
authority. 

But we have fumbled with peace. We 
are betraying civilization in another crit- 
ical hour when it needs our support and 
assurance. Once more mankind is molten 
_ atld in the making. We could be the 

master builders of the new era but for 

the tactics of a few willful men who can- 
not see above their own small stature. 
There is still time to keep some sort 
of faith. The covenant is far from per; 
fect, but it is a step toward universal 
co-operation and organization, and they 

are badly needed. We can retrieve a 

desperate situation, and just as we saved 

Europe with our physical suceor, so can 

we now help to restore order and sanity 


understanding.

T several respects the 77th Division 


fortably into agreeable quarters at 
27 West Twenty-fifth Street, upsets 
conventional notions. It was not formed, 
as-are most clubs, for the promotion of 
Some such common object as politics, 
science, literature or art; nor has its 
membership been drawn from a certain 
social stratum marked off by distinct 
lines of cleavage. The men of the 77th 
have nothing in common save the senti- 
ment arising from their joint service in 
France and their conquest of the Ar- 
gonne Forest, and their membership rep- 
resents a complete ‘cross-section of 
American society. © 

Will a mixed membership such as this 
prefer to-dance or to play billiards or to 
lounge and smoke? It is impossible to 
say until preferences have been exhibited. 
And so the new quarters in the former 
Hall of States (before that the spacious 
‘home of the Rev. Dr. William T. Man- 
ning) are temporary. They may prove 
too small, or a redistribution of the rooms 
to other purposes may seem advisable. 
Between now and May 1 the club expects 
to “find” itself. There is no doubt in 
the minds of the members that the or- 
ganization is permanent, but they are not 
going to decide offhand what it wants 
in the way of a house and of amuse- 
ments. : 

Every man of the 77th in Greater 
New York may b a ber of the 
club, and 4,000 already have enrolled, 
which is a healthy list for so young an 
organization. Sixty-five thousand men 
have passed through the division, first 
and last, but many of them were in re- 
placement troops from other States. The 
new headquarters contain fifteen rooms, 
handsomely outfitted at a cost of $35,000 
through the generosity of the Knights of 
Columbus, Y. M. C. A, and Jewish Wel- 
fare Board, and the building is supplied 
rent free until May 1 by the Trinity, 
Church Corporation. The room which 
served as a library will be the flagroom 
of the club, and is already decorated with 
two horns battered by German missiles; 
the standards of the units which made 
up the 77th are to be displayed there. 
There are a billiard room and lounges 
and there is to be a tea room. 

Officers’ clubs have sprung up -here 
and there, and various organizations pro- 
vided clubhouses for soldiers and sailors 
or for their commanders, but so far as 
the men of the 77th know theirs is the 
first organization formed for a whole 
division. And it-is to have its business 





aspect as well as its social advantages. ‘ 


The division employment bureau, until 
recently housed in the » ld Astor Library 
at 485 Lafayette Street, has its quarters 
on the first floor (front) of the Twenty- 
fifth Street building, so that members 
in search of a job won’t have far to go 
once they reach the headquarters. The 
* placing of men will go on until it is com- 
pleted. ‘It was inaugurated in France, 
before the men heard anything about 
Uncle Sam’s intentions in that direction, 
and their accomplishments are. worth 
special mention here. 
Immediately after the armistice was 
“signed, preparations were undertaken for 


‘the return of the men to civil life. In - 


December, 1918, ‘the 77th Division Asso- 


ciation was formed while the division | 
was still in the battle area. In fact, the 


first steps toward this were taken dur- 
ing the fighting in the Argonne. In 
January, 1919, every man and officer ‘in 


the division filled out a questionnaire 
covering his previous civil occupation and 
whether or not he was sure of a job on 
his return to civil life. In February an 
officer was sent to New York with the 
list of 5,600 who were not sure of jobs, 
with instructions to open an employment 
office and procure jobs for all these men 
before they returned home. 

The office was opened March 3, and it 
has been supported - entirely by ‘funds 


raised by voluntary subscriptions among’ 


the men in France. Approximately 13,- 
000 men subscribed 10f. each. This was 
voluntary, as all men of the division be- 
longed to the association and received the 
benefits whether or not they paid dues. 
No check was taken of those who sub- 
scribed and those who did not. 

Before sailing, every regiment and 
nearly all independent units had organ- 
ized home associations among the fam- 
ilies of the men to look after the welfare 
of those left behind. These associations 
not only did that, but they looked after 


the men at the front as well, sending — 


them numerous comforts. One regiment, 
for example, was in receipt of $500 
monthly subscribed by the home asso- 
ciation. As soon as the home associa- 
tions were advised of the formation of 
the division association, they became the 
77th Division auxiliary association, still 
maintaining the integrity of the individ- 
ual organizations. This auxiliary has 
helped the division association in many 
ways. It subscribed $25,000, for in- 
stance, to put the Astor Library Build- 
ing into shape for the men when they oc- 
cupied it. 

As part of the association’s re-employ- 
ment work it sent letters to former em- 
ployers, 3,200 of whom agreed to take 
back the men. At Camp Upton 17,000 
men of the division were demobilized, and 
each man was first questioned by a clerk, 
who filled out his questionnaire. All who 
could not convince the clerks that they 
had positions open to them were sent to 
an employment examiner who questioned 
them as to their experience and gave 
them advice as to procuring work, be- 
sides informing them of the assistance 
the Division Employment Bureau was 
prepared to give them. Each man, as he 
left, was advised as to the address of the 
division association, and that it was at 
his service in ~all matters. This work 
required the services of 120 clerks, work- 
ing in three relays; three or four tech- 
nical examiners, and three to six non- 
technical examiners. 

Of the 17,000 men examined only two 
stated that they did not wish-to work, 


and only eight that they did not consider 
their old jobs good enough for them. 
About twelve wished increases of pay if 
they were to take their old pogitions, and 
they were all men getting $20 to $25 


: per week, and asked for a raise only $2 


to $3. About a dozen wished new posi- 
tions on account of their health. 

For all men outside the limits of 
Greater New York, who were still with- 
out positions, cards were made out in 
duplicate. One set was furnished to the 
K. of C. and the other to the United 
States Employment Service, so that these 
organizations could begin looking for po- 
sitions before the men reached home. In 
addition the Mayor’s Committee of Buf- 
falo was furnished cards for all Erie 
County men. In this way cards were sent 
out for some 5,000 men. 

At first the Employment Bureau 
sought places for the men in Greater 
New York only when they applied in per- 
son or by mail to the bureau, as they 
came in so fast that the staff was worked 
to capacity. As soon as the work slack- 
ened the lists of men unemployed, ob- 
tained by the questionnairé at Camp 
Upton, were urged to come to the bureau. 
This list has now been covered, and the 
bureau is handling men who apply in 
person for a position. About ninety men 
a week are still seeking positions. 

The 77th, it will be perceived, tackled 
the re-employment problem much as it 
tackled the Argonne Forest. In France 
it took more.ground from the Germans 
than any other division, and its record 
in getting work for its men is equally 
creditable. Some statistics as compiled 
Oct. 18 last will be of interest. They are 
only an approximation, as many of the 
men failed to report after they had ob- 
tained positions, but they do not cover 
the places obtained through the efforts 
of the K. of C. or the Federal Employment 
Service. The questionnaires made out in 
France showed 5,600 prospectively out 
of employment, 4,200 more registered 
with. the New York bureau, and it was 
estimated that 2,000 more who were out 
of work failed to register. That Made a 
total of 11,800 unemployed. 

The records of the division~show that 
before May 9 last, positions were found 
for 3,200. men; between May 9 and Oct. 
18, 5,447, in addition to 300 men of other 
divisions for whom work was supplied 


‘through the bureau. That made a total 


of 8,947. And of all these men, only a 
few borrowed from the bureau. The total 
loans were $68.39, and $15.62 of that has 
been repaid. 

The bureau placed about three-fourths

of the unemployed it undertook to help. 
As a peace activity this compares pretty 
well with the division’s war work; al- 
though it isn’t so spectacular. From Oct. 
18 to date the registrations’ have been 
about 90 per week and positions pro- 
cured about 50 per week. A typical week 
is that ended Oct. 25, during which 89 
men called, 43 were new registrations, 58 
were referred to positions, and 49 pro- 
cured positions. Of these, 27 were placed 
for the first-time, 13 the second time, 7 
the: third time, and 2 more than three 
times. The following week 96 men called 
and 60 procured positions. 

In order to give full co-operation to 
the Re-Employment Bureau for Soldiers, 
Sailors and Marines, operated under the 
supervision of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, no publicity has been given the 
work of the 77th Division’s bureau and 
no public campaign for jobs has been 
made. ‘ 

In addition to the work of the Employ- 
ment Bureau, the association has mailed 
30,000 leaflets giving advice on war risk 
insurance, 20,000 shopping cards and in- 
formation about the shopping service of 
the W. C. C. S. and National League for 
Woman’s Service. About 3,500 letters 
have been forwarded to men, 1,500 ad- 
dresses furnished to people inquiring for 
men, and 550 allotment and insurance 
claims have -been handled. Altogether 
over 70,000 pieces of mail have been sent 
out by the association. 

The division has had bronze reproduc- 
tions of the Statue of Liberty, its in- 
signia, made for marking the graves of 
its dead in France. These are now in the 
hands of the Graves Registration Service 
in France and will soon be placed on the 
crosses at the head of the graves. 

The division association published the 
“ History of the 77th Division” and had 
it ready for distribution to the men when 
they reached Camp Upton for demobil- 
ization. . It is probably the finest example 
of such a work so far turned out. The 
cost of publication was over $30,000 and 
was met from the association’s own re-

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The Ghost of Poe Returns to Broadway 


A New York Stage Will be Peopled From the Weird Tales of This Scion of Actors and 
Give the Tired Business Man a Horror-Souse or Jag-Diabolique

AR ALLAN POE is coming 
back to Broadway. By Broad- 
way I do not mean the street of 

that nathe, which is the alimentary canal 
of Father Knickerbocker, but the stage. 
It is the return of the native, for both 
his parents, David Poe, and his mother, a 
widow (Mrs. Elizabeth Hopkins), who 
afterward became Mrs. David Poe, were 


actor folk. The blood in Edgar, like the . 


blood in all of us, returns to its fatalities. 
He was a child of the footlights, which 
were at the time his parents were actors 
a row of spluttering gas jets. ~ 
He was almost born in a green room, 
and his wanderings with his parents be- 
gan five weeks after his birth. For two 
years the baby was. on tour, and the 
future author of “Ulalume” squalled 
from stage to stage, from theatrical 
boarding house to boarding house, listen- 
ing, subconsciously, to stage directions 
and the rehearsing of “ parts” between 
the Yankee bean soup and the pony of 
brandy. At 3 he was left an orphan by 
the almost simultaneous deaths of both 
of his actor parents. The being born to 
the sound of callboy and prompter was 
destined himself to be callboy to many

phantoms in his blood, and to be the 
prompter to a whole world of European 
and American writers. 

David Poe, although a law student, 
always had a passion for amateur the- 
atricals. Baseball had not been: invented 
at that time, and David spent his leisure 
away from his books in studying the art 
of David Garrick. He soon gave up law 
altogether, and joined a troupe of stroll- 
ing players. His first professional-ap- 
pearance was made in New York before 
the beginning of the nineteenth century. 
His future wife, Miss Arnold, who was 
afterward to become the mother of the 
poet, was at about that time a member 
of “Solee’s Company of John Street.” 
This was about 1797. She is mentioned 
by old stage chronicles of New York as 
being a favorite in the part of Priscilla 
Tomboy. Was this Miss Arnold a rela- 
tive of Benedict Arnold? If so, it is a 
curious coincidence that later in Edgar 
Allan Poe’s life he was “ fired” from the 
West Point Military Academy. It was 
West Point that Benedict Arnold tried to 
deliver to the British during the War of 
the Revolution. 

On the 6th of September, 1809 (the 
very year of Edgar’s birth), the New 
York Theatre, far downtown now, was 
opened for the Winter season with

“Lewis Castle Spectre” and “ Bicker- 
staff’s Romp,” two titles that have a 
curious Poe-like sound. Mrs. Poe played 
Angela in one and Priscilla Tomboy in 
the other. David Poe played Hassan in 
the first: It was the intention to open 
the theatre in August, “because of the 
unprecedented good health of the city,” 
but the opening had toe be postponed un- 
til late Fall. It may be that the stork 
which was bringing the soul of the poet 
from the Misty Mid-Region of Weird 
held up the production. Later David Poe 
was heard in a play called “ Fortune’s 
Frolic,” another prophetic title for the 
esoterically inclined, for Fortune had, 
ironically, a great frolic with the destiny 
and doings of the American poet. 

Edgar Allan Poe comes back to Broad- 
way after 110 years in the series of 
plays, dramatized from his weird tales, 
which are to be put on next month at 
one of the “intimate ” theatres off the 
Rialto. They will be. produced by Miss 
Wilhela Barstow Smith, financially spon- 
sored by some of the richest and most 
prominent citizens of New York, who 
believe that the time has come when 
the American whose name Blasco Ibajiez 
says’ is as famous in Europe and South 
America as Lincoln’s or Washington’s 
should take his preordained place in the 
art life of America. 

The little plays themselves will be 
dramatized_by William Barstow Smith, 
the father of Miss Smith, who is himself 
an actor and a lifelong Poe enthusiast. 


,He himself bears a striking resemblance 


to the great poet, and when he appeared 
dressed as Poe himself in the vague 
candlelight of the Pee cottage on the 
evening in which I took Sefior Blasco 
Tbafiez to that little house in the Bronx. 
the effect was startling. 

“The ghost-of my spiritual and liter- 
ary father!” exclaimed the Spanish 
writer, who considers Edgar Allan Poe 
and Victor Hugo the two greatest writ- 
ers that the world has produced. 

It is planned.to put on all of Poe’s 
tales in dramatic form this Winter and 
next, using every scrap .of dialogue in 
the tales themselves and following the 
stories literally. The scenic effects -will 
be by Antoine Reymond, who designed 
the effects for the original French Thea- 
tre here; the costumes will be made by 
Baron de Meyer, and because of Poe’s 
love of incense and perfumes the theatre 
will be specially perfumed. The moment

the audience enters the house it will be 
locked inthe Poe atmosphere. All real- 
ity will cease with the man who takes 
the tickets. The object of the producers 
of these plays is not only to put Poe on 
the stage, but to materialize those moods 
that gave to Poe himself the key to that 
empire of terror and fantasy that has 
gradually conquered the imaginations of 
half of the reading world and made of 
his name the “open sesame!” of an- 
other aesthetic dimension. 

This, too, is no mere sensisipaiailas. 
scheme, for half of all the net proceeds 
from the performances. will go toward 
a fund for the creation of a lasting me- 
morial to the man who has added a 
mysterious glory to the name “ Ameri- 
can.” 

“I will meet you 100 years from now 
in back-of your tombstone,” said Fame, 
the lady with the ironic eyes, to the 
Poet who asked for a rendezvous with 
her, in the Dunsany fable. 

It was not so with Poe, who was hailed 
in Europe by Charles Baudelaire and 
Stephane Mallarmé a long time ago. But 
in this country he had to fight his way 
to the rendezvous through a crowd of 
vilifiers and penny-a-liners, at the head 
of which stood his biographer, Rufus 
Griswold. 

The psychoanalysis of genius has 
been done by thousands of critics, friend- 
ly and otherwise. We know why Villon 
was a burglar, why De Maupassant died 
a paretic, why Verlaine was an absinthe 
fiend, why Swinburne swore at “cab- 
_bies,” and why Poe boozed up. But has 
any one yet attempted te psychoanalyze 
their respectable detractors? Has any 
one laid bare the motives of the mudsill 
soviets? Will there arise a Lombroso, 


’ a Nordau, or a Freud of the snouts that 


nuzzle in the hearts and midnight habits 
of those men who have glorified the race 
of man and in their materialization of 
the Beautiful given the race its only 
ethical justification for persisting? It 
would make mighty interesting reading 
if it ever got through the gauntlet of 
Comstocks and Luskers. 

Among the tales that are announced 
to be put on are “ Bon-Bon,” “The Gold 
Bug,” “The Tell-Tale Heart,” and 
“Eleonora.” Later there will follow 
“The Cask of Amontillado,” “The Fall 


of the House of Usher,” “ Ligeia,” and. 


“The Assignation.” These tales are of 
the essence of Poe, panoramas of an 


imagination that was unique and phos- 
phorescent. They will ease the burdens 
of the “tired business man” by giving 
him a thrill that will linger in his nerves 
the next day and for some time after. 
As delirium tremens has gone out of 
fashion, a substitute must be found. 
Why not a horror-souse, a jag-dia- 
bolique, a jamboree with Satan? You 
will not need a “ bracer” the next morn- 
ing, and although your imagination may 
have a headache after a course of Poe’s 


‘dramatized tales, your physical bean 


will remain painfully calm. 

Terror and Beauty were the twin god- 
desses that baptized the soul of Poe— 
with a touch of Barnum and Houdini. 
His life was an excursion in the weird; 
and the weird is the beautiful plus the 
unearthly. He always dwelt on the bor- 
dertand that divides sanity from insan- 
ity; he was grub-staked by demons. He 
caught gleams of a remoter, supra-mate- 
rial world in the exquisitely sensitized 
plates of his brain. He seems always to 
have lived in a “dark-room” develop- 
ing ghosts and diabolistic Patience 
Worths. He fumbled with the keys to 
strange doors in houses that dissolved at 
dawn. He was essentially the dramatist 
of a world that neither Ibsen nor Maeter- 
linck nor even Shakespeare could enter. 

He seemed totally out of place in our 
wide-eyed, cash-down America. He was 
like a Hottentot born in a boreal clime, 
a Herbert Spencer born in Tahiti, or a 
beautiful moth that supped on fire. In 
nature there are the genus, the species, 
and the “sport.” Poe was the latter—a 
“sport” so far removed from his genus 
and his species that his appearance may 
be said to have upset, in a manner, the 
Darwinian theory of evolution. He is 
like a great cypress born out of the air, 
with his roots in the tombs of gods and 


his foliage grazing the hem of the gar- 


ment of Brahma—as in “ Eureka,” that 

sublime mathematical poem to God. 
One night many, many years ago, in 

Philadelphia, the celebrated painter, 


John Sartain, was sitting in his library 
when Poe, wild, disheveled, bruised, 
burst into his room and declared he had

seen on the walls of the county prison, 
where he had spent the previous night, 
a host of angels clad, in moonlight that 
‘blew from wreathed trumpets wild blasts 
toward the heavens. 

Sartain gave him a great slug of 
brandy. 

Hallucinated! But all great art is the 
product of hallucination, of a vivid, vio- 
lent immer rending where the symbols of 


life and death and gods and kingdoms - 


and crumbling cycles pass before the 
mind’s eye like a bolt of sudden lightning 
over the little hills of matter. 

Like Hecla’s torch, that flames in an 
imperial solitude on the summits of the 
northern seas, so does Edgar Allan Poe 
reign today in the human imagination.

AURICE MAETERLINCK took 
his pipe out of his pocket and sat 
in a chair with his back to the 
table of sweets which had been 
sent him on Christmas Day. There was 
quiet and peace in the studio room high 
up above the roar of the elevated trains; 
the evening light and the glow of lamps 
~gave a mediaeval touch to the place. 
Maeterlinck, in white, had had forty- 
eight hours of American strenuous life. 
Strange that people should have plied 
him with candy instead of flowers! I 
had expected to find a garden of color 
“around; for Maeterlinck is a worker 
‘among flowers; he knows their varieties 
and their intelligence. Somehow I have 
an idea that only the King and Queen of 
Belgium could have persuaded him to 
give up his quiet life for the sake of 
Belgium, and come to New York for the 
premiére of the “ Blue Bird,” which is a 
charity venture, besides being an operatic 
event. 

When M. Maeterlinck, whose attitude 
toward spiritualism has attracted much 
attention here, was asked whether he 
thought science had contributed as much 
te clarifying spiritual phenomena as to 
enriching practical existence through in- 
ventions, he said he was going to touch 
on that in his lectures.. “The fact is,” 
he added, “the science we have today, 
material science, so to speak, acts in an 
entirely different manner from the 
science of the ancients. We are inclined 
to misunderstand the science of the an- 
cients, who knew many things we no 
longer know. The mystery of ancient 
religion, the very heart of it, was on the 
whole nothing but science. It is now 
proved that in Greece and India of old, 
they were familiar with what we have 
had to discover afresh—I mean elec- 
tricity, &c. That has been established 
beyond a doubt. 


’ “ But this was only one side of their - 


science, the side we emphasize above all 
other phases as thé most important, be- 
cause of its practical application. There 
‘was, however, to the ancients, a spiritual 
side. Unfortunately, we no longer view 
nature in this double aspect, and, because 
we do not,‘is one of the reasons why for 
us the profound religions are dead. We 
cannot believe in the reality of them. 
The traditional religions which we have 
®eacued, through scholarship, from the 
sacred books—above all from India—are 
a great revelation to us. All the humane 
philosophies were pondered over by them, 
long before the Gérman metaphysicians 
thought of them—in fact, there is no 
problem likely to confront us that the 
ancients did not discuss many hundreds 
of years before us. These ancient prac- 


- tical considerations are unique, because - 
in those days an additional importance . 


was attached to the spiritual side of life 
which we no longer consider. Today we 
deal in superficial verities which lead 
nowhere.” 

Then M. Maeterlinck told how the true 
occult science had fallen into the hands 
of charlatans, and how discredit had 
come, through its misuse, upon the very 


heart of the -secret mystery. But, in. 


spite of this misuse, in the ancient re- 
ligions, rites and practices, on the heights 
not easily sealed by every one, are still 
to be found-the most beautiful traditions 
of humanity. 


“What is most curious, howevér,” he~ 


said, “ is that modern science seems to be 
returning to ancient science, to the truths 
which were once known. Note, for in- 


M. Maeterlinck. has learned English 
sufficiently to read his lectures, and in 
simple conversation he speaks with a 
hesitancy which one enjoys. But he 
thinks in French, and on such subjects 


as we touched he asked that he might. 


express himself in his native tongue. In 
discussing his belief in the persistence of 
the soul after death he said: 

“There will be a new responsibility 
added to all our acts. Conscience will 
take on a force and a precision that it 
has never had before, for it will be our 
only judge. ‘ Everything that we do at 
this moment,’ we will argue to ourselves, 
‘ will count later on because our, person- 
ality will continue.’ The famous law of 
Karma is here involved. Every act, 
every thought, the most fugitive thing, 
will tend to elevate us or to abase us in 
proportion as it is good or bad. 

“Nearly every one of us believes, so 
we declare, in the. immortality of the 
soul; but, in truth, we act as though we 
did not believe it. We do not fully ex- 
amine into it; we do not question it. It 
is an act of faith we accept without mak+ 
ing it active. Our attention is directed 
toward it only at moments of grave ill- 
ness or at the approach of death. In 
reality, we are so little convinced of our 
immortality and of the consequences of 
our acts in this world and after that we 
are no longer influenced by our belief. 


I do not think that « man possessed.of— 


the fixed idea to commit a bad act ever 
is held therefrom by merely saying: to 
himself, ‘ There is a hell, there is a pur- 
gatory.’ We really do not believe it un- 
less we are naive. I hold that if the time 
ever comes when a man can be scientifi- 
cally convinced of the continuation of his 
soul he will act in accord with the ques- 
tion which will always arise in his mind: 
‘Everything that I do is not ended.

ism, .planchettes,; and mediums were 
breached M. Maeterlinck showed the 
same hesitancy. So I asked him whether 
he had any warning to sound for those 
eager to penetrate the veil and to receive 
communications. : 

“There is.a danger in it,” he replied, 
“ because so many people, pleasant, well- 
meaning, credulous to an unhealthy de- 
gree, become the prey of their emotional 
selves. Something within them leads 
them to seek, and makes-them believe in, 
absurd manifestations. A very _syste- 
matic control, severe -in its demands, 
must be assured-before one is allowed to 
practice spiritism. The unfortunate thing 
is that it can be toyed with so easily. by 
the veriest dabbler.” 

_M. Maeterlinck believes the theory of 
the survival of the personality of the 
soul after death is more tenable than Sir 
Oliver Lodge’s -belief in spiritual com- 
munication with the dead. . 

“Let me explain,” he continued, “ that 
I do not state my problem as positive at 
present. I only say that we are at the 
beginning of some proof that our con- 
jecture may be correct. Our memory is 
for us the pivot of our identity. Because 
of it our ego exists. Now, it-is our iden- 
tity we fear above all things to lose when 
we die. 

“But we must realize that conscious 
memory is only the meanest part of the 
general subconscious memory which we 
have. It has been definitely established 
from hypnotic experimerit that our sub- 
conscious memory is enormous, and in- 
fallibly registers every deed, every emo- 
tion of our life. A young servant, en- 
tirely illiterate, was put in a state of 
hypnosis. In this state she recited page 
after page of Sanskrit. A former mas- 
ter of hers had been a Sanskrit scholar, 
and had been in the habit of reading 
aloud long passages of Oriental texts in 


sher presence. This was all. engraved 


upon the subconscious memory of. the 
servant. 

“ Whatever we have read or heard in 
our lifetime is thus fixed indelibly in 
our memory. This.memory is of-no serv- 
ice to us while we live. Upon what, we 
may ask, therefore, does our identity 
rest—upon our conscious memory, falli- 
ble and incomplete? It is natural that 
we wonder whether we will ever be able 
to claim for ourselves the subconscious 
memory which is‘so rich with our éxperi- 
ence, with our contacts. Conscious mem- 
ory is at the mercy of sickness, of time 
and age. Subconscious memory is never 
thus disturbed. If conscious memory is 


destroyed by death, have we a right to 
infer that the subconscious memory, 
which has only been revealed to us in a 
condition of hypnosis, shall not exist 
after death? By dying we may be only 
refinding ourselves.” 

To know Maeterlinck one should motor 
with him, or fish with him, or box with 
him, or skate with him, but you cannot 
know Maeterlinck merely by looking at 
him in the horse-shoe curve of an opera 
house, Ever since the Belgian philoso- 
pher arrived in New York, and has ap- 
peared in public, the exclamation has 
been heard on all sides, “ Why, he doesn’t 
look .at all like the man we imagined! ” 

Even the reporters who went down on

CELEBRATED and valuable prod- 
A uct of the little inland - South 
American Republic of Paraguay 
is “ yerba maté,” made from the 
leaf of a very tall, bulky tree. The 
leaves are cut: from the branches, placed 
_on brushwood and roasted slowly in holes 
sunk in the ground and lined with skins. 
From the product is brewed a tea with 
an effect so stimulating that drinking it 
May become a habit some day in the 
United States. 

The tea is imbibed through a “ bom- 
billa,” or tube, which is placed in the 
_“maté,” or gourd, containing the infu- 
‘sion. An alcoholic “ kick ” is not claimed 
for yerba maté, but that it is refreshing 
to a degree—that it will certainly buck 
one up—is attested by the fact that a 
large proportion-ef the people of Cen- 
tral South America are. irrevocably ad- 
dicted to it. Its popularity extends to 
all classes. One explanation for its ex- 
tensive use is that it offsets the injurious 
effects of too much meat eating, a dis- 
sipation to which the natives of South 
America are prone. 

For many years an increasing demand 
for yerba maté has come from foreign 
countries. In Buenos Aires and other 
big cities of the south there are drinking 
places where nothing else is served. A 
quantity of yerba is shipped annually to 
Europe and Asia, a small amount to the 
United States. Under less primitive 
methods of preparing and handling, the 
output could be increased manifold, and 
yerba maté may yet to some extent take 
the place of another stimulant whose 
day seems to be done. 

If that happens, the United States may 
- become well acquainted with a portion 
of the globe about which it seems now to 
be woefully ignorant; but even if it does 
not happen, we are likely to have an in- 
troduction through the less stimulating 
medium of foreign exchange. Men of 
finance are interested in encouraging 
something more than a bowing acquaint- 
ance, as the following item will testify:

Paraguay’s struggle for commercial 
existence began something less than two 
generations ago, when it was compelled

It is but one of the Latin 
American countries whose finances are 
on a basis of inconvertible paper of 
fluctuating value, but it has suffered by 
reason of financial instability more than 
any of the others. It. has no coinage of 
gold or silver, and all the internal com- 
merce of the country is conducted in de- 
preciated paper currency issued in  de- 
nominations of 50 centayos and upward. 
The rates of exchange are based on the 
price of Argentine paper currency, and 
change from day to day-according to the 
demand. Merchandise which costs to- 
day; we will say, 3,500 pesos, may be 
purchased in a month for 3,000 pesos, or, 
on the other hand, may cost 4,000 pesos. 
This uncertainty has always kept busi- 
ness on a highly speculative basis. 
Paraguay, with its 171,814 square 
miles, is considerably larger than the 
State of California. Its population is 
something less than 800,000. Of the lat- 
ter 100,000 are wild Indians and an over- 
whelming majority of the remaining 700,- 
000 are still classed as illiterate. The 
women outnumber the men ten to one, 
which really indicates a considerable gain 
for the male sex, because fifty years. ago 


the score was said to be twenty-five to 


one in favor of the women. 

It was in 1870 that the nation gave up 
fighting as an exclusive occupation. It 
lacked the man power to carry it on. 
Through several sanguinary campaigns 
Paraguay had devotedly followed the 
fortunes of the bloodthirsty Lopez—a 
brilliant soldier but a merciless tyrant— 
fighting Brazil, Uruguay, and Argentina, 
in turn and in combination. Admittedly 
the best soldiers in South America, they 
could not stand up indefinitely against 
the overwhelming odds presented by the 
alliance of her three powerful neighbors. 
After a succession of defeats, in which 
the Brazilian navy, operating a thousand 
miles from the open sea, played a part; 
with their ancient capital, Asuncion, in 
possession of the enemy, the remnant of 
General Lopez’s army fell back into the 
forests of the hinterland and scattered 
through its jungles. 

Historians tell us that five-sixths of 
Paraguay’s population perished in her 
wars. Of the surviving one-sixth a small 
fraction returned ‘from the wilderness 
after the departure of the invaders, to 
once more set up a Government of their 
own and to maintain in the land a sem- 
blance of law and order. They were 
mostly ranking officers of Lopez’s van- 
guished army, and their fortitude, per- 
severance and industry proved equal, in 

ta measure, to the task before them. 
' Paraguay is teday a free and independ- 


ent nation, admittedly far behind in de- 
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. velopment and enterprise, but-it is to 


the everlasting credit of those soldiers 
and their sons that no serious effort has 


ever been made by more powerful and > 


ambitious neighbors to invade and sub- 
ject their country. 

But more than three-fourths of Par- 
aguay’s population is still in the woods. 
Less than 10 per cent. of it is urban. 
Asuncion, with 80,000 inhabitants, is the 
only city of importance. It is the capital 
and the centre of the commercial, finan- 
cial, and political interests of-the coun- 
try. The last twenty-five years or more 
have mingled much of the modern and 
utilitarian with the quaint but unpracti- 
cal picturesqueness of this ancient out- 


Paraguay, Land of the Tea With a “Kick” 


Yerba Mate May Yet Become a Favorite Dry Beverage Here—Inland South Atmetican 
Republic, With Ten Women to Each Man, Seeks Commercial Advancement 


000. Several of the big. stores have com- 
modious, well-ordered salesrooms with 
surprisingly complete stocks. The smaller 
shops are rather provincial, claiming the 
interest of the stranger chiefly because 
of the articles of native workmanship 
and the curios they offer. The hand- 
manufacture of silver ornaments, crudely 
original, and lace making are among the 
active industries of the country. 
Asuncion’s nearest approach to a sky- 
scraper is an office building four. stories 
high. The President's Palace, a long, 
stately edifice with two wings forming 
a semi-court, so arranged that every cool 
Summer breeze that blows is circulated 
through its spacious corridors, is an ex-

post of the Spanish conquistadores. As- 
uncion was founded in 1536, and is thus 
the oldest surviving city of any impor- 
tance founded by Europeans on the 
South American continent. 

Asuncion’s evolution from a stockaded 
outpost to a modern national capital has 
occupied the better part of four centu- 
ries, and it is yet far from being complete. 
In some sections of the city the sur- 
roundings are so wretched, the manner 
of living is so unsanitary and primitive, 
that an impression of retrogression 
rather than progress in the human con- 
dition is unavoidable. The enormous 
municipal market, where something ‘of 
everything that is made or grown in 
Paraguay is offered for sale, and where 
three-fourths of the city’s inhabitants 
purchase their every day requirements, is 
a malodorous and noisome spectacle. The 
produce is dumped out upon none toc 
clean floors and displayed with little 
discrimination and less attractiveness. 

Asuncion has an electric light plant 
and an electric street railway, privately 
owned and operated, but as yet no tele 
phone system. Main Street is no Great 
White Way, but in general ‘appearance it 
is not unlike Main Street in some of our 
own growing and thriving cities of 80,- 








cellent example of architectural adapta- 
tion. A number of other Government 


buildings, including: the -general Post Of- 


fice, the National Library, the museum 
and the arsenal, possess: architectural 
merit. The railroad station, although its 
only important arrival and departure is 
the weekly International Express from 
and to Buenos Aires, is a tremendous 
and ornate affair. Its driveway has 4 
much wider clearance tha. has the Penn- 
sylvania Station in New York, and its 
gateway is certainly more elaborate. It 
faces, with a massive, dignified colon- 
nade, the city’s main plaza, the scene of 
numerous stirring combats and historical 
incidents of a violent past. 

The residence section of the wealthy 
class of Asuncion is clean and attract- 
tive. Its buildings give evidence of good 
taste and refinement, if not of luxury. 
Architecturally, the Spanish influence 
dominates, but there is a flavor of the 
South American which makes for pictur- 
esque effectiveness. Very little lumber 
is used in the construction of buildings 
in this part of the world. The material 
is mostly concrete or adobe. The ex- 
teriors of the residences are usually 
white, but occasionally they are tinted 
to a shade of delicate pink. The white 
houses have roofs of red v.ling; the pink 
ones are generally crowned with roofs 
of a pale blue. Sightly, substantial iron 
grilles, a heritage of old Spain, ornament 
the windows and doorways; the floors 
are laid with tiling of many colors and 
fantastic designs. Every home, of any 
pretension at ail, has its quaint patio, 
studded with luxuriant tropical plants. 
Tali palms droop their branches Jan- 
quidly over high garden walls of pink 
or light blue stucco, meeting the boughs 
of fruit-laden orange trees that border 
the sidewalks. 

The first 80u miles of the rail journey 
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the open ranges of our Western States. 
These look as though they might all have 
been prize winners at some recent live 
stock show. They are sleek and fat and 
obviously highly bred. Offering variety to 
the pastoral landscape, at frequent inter- 
vals long-throated, solemn-looking os- 
triches, entirely naked- save for an ab- 
surd-bunch of bustle-feathers, are ob- 
served stalking majestically through the 
tall grass. Now and then a bunch 
of foolish-faced Namas—the pack-mules 
of the southern country, which are 
neither mule nor goat nor giraffe, but 
possess some of the bodily features of all 
three—startled by the rumble of the 
* train, trot off toward the brush, 


The herd-riders, who. appear from out 


of the chaparral occasionally, or are seen’ — 


galloping along the dusty roads behind 
bunches of steers, are reminiscent of our 
Western cowboys only in the graceful, 
negligent way they sit their horses. 
They are known as “ gauchos” down in 
South America, and instead of the big 
white stetson, the short canvas jacket, 
leather “chaps” and high-heeled boots 
affected by the North American “ pun- 
cher,” the gaucho wears a low-crowned, 
flat-brimmed sombrero and an all-en- 
veloping “poncho,” or blanket, that 
hangs from his neck to the tips of his 
low-topped, fancy-colored boots. When 
not in the saddle, the gaucho throws one 
end of the poncho back across the left 
shoulder, in much the same manner that 
the Spanish sefiorita drapes her delicate 
lace mantilla. His trousers are tight- 
fitting and long-waisted, like the tore- 
ador’s. The saddle of this rough rider of 
the pampas is a dinky affair, as insigni- 
ficant as the English country gentle- 
man’s, and apparently too light for 
strenuous struggles with the heavy Ar-

gentine steer. It is innocent of pommel 
and has_no back support, but the gaucho 
prefers it to what he scornfully terms a 
Texas “rocking chair,” and the Texas 
cowboy has nothing on him when it comes 
toexpert ropingand daring horsemanship. 

The last lap of the up trip to Asuncion 
is reached when the International Ex- 
press arrives at the Argentine frontier 
town of Posadas. Here the entire train, 
with the exception of the locomotive, is 
shunted on to a specially constructed fer- 
ryboat which carries it across the broad 
Rio Alto Parana and deposits it in the 
Paraguayan village of Embarcation. 
The journey thence to Asuncion, 232 
miles, is over the first railroad con- 
structed in South America. 


The traveler usually goes back to 


Buenos Aires by boat, especially if the 
up trip has been made by rail. Down 
stream the time is only three days, as 
against five days when bucking the cur- 
rent, The accommodations do not suffer 
by comparison with those of the river 
and lake boats of the United States, and 
there is much to be seen that is educa- 
tional and enlightening. 

The Rio Paraguay becomes the Rio 
Parana after it has been joined by the 
waters of the Alto Parana, about 200 
miles below Asuncion. Then, after the 
confluence of the Rio Uruguay, a short 
distance above Buenos Aires, it is called 
the Rio de la Plata. Few rivers can 
match these three in majesty. At Rosario 
the Parana is twenty miles .wide, and 
would give the impression of the broad 


sea were it not for the cluster of poplar- 
tlad islands that intercept the view. It 
is estimated that the Parana, during the- 
se Se eee ae the- Rio de la 

Plata 1,650,000 cubic feet of water per 


second, a much greater volume than the ~ 


Mississippi discharges at- any time, and 
probably equal to the best efforts of the 
mighty Amazon itself. 

Asuncion is 1,200 miles from the sea, 
but thanks to this magnificent system of 
waterways, it can claim to jbe a deep 
water port almost all the year. The Rio 
Paraguay broadens out to the propor- 
tions of a small bay in front of the city. 
Scores of all manner of floating craft — 
are always at anchor in the harbor, and 
in appearance, at least, it is the “ port” 
it claims to be. For 300 miles or more 
above Asuncion the river is navigable 
for sizable boats, and the traffic is con- 
siderable, due to the increasing number 
of quebracho logging camps, and the cat- 
tle ranches that are being opened up to 
feed the packing houses further down 
the stream. 

With regard to the latter, it should be 
stated that one of the most extensive de- 
velopments in Paraguay is being under- 
taken by a North American packing 
house corporation. This concern owns 
470 square miles of splendid timber .and 
grazing lands in the Grand Chaco (great 
wilderness), several hundred miles up 
the river from Asuncion. Its acttivities 
at the present time are centred in the 

, raising of cattle to supply its “ frigeri- 
fico” at San Antonio, fifteen miles be- 
low the capital city, but the production 
of tannin, or bracho extract, is a side 
line of no small importance. Quebracho 
is a liquid, squeezed from the pulp of a 
trae by that name, and used the world 
over in the process of tanning leather.

to go about twelve kilometers. Nearer 
to the stars for a long time it howled 
through the air and my balloon was 
rocking from the concussion. Now it was 
time to put the glasses to my eyes. The 
pillar of black dirt on the edge of the 
station surroundings was not bad—those 
poor people over there must have gotten 
quite a scare. “ Battery, here’s my cor- 
rection.” After “Hans” had spoken for 
the third time, the shell hit a storehouse, 
and the remnants began to burn. The 
fourth shot followed and this time it was 
not a pillar of dirt but a pillar of fire 
that issued from the storehouse. The 
fifth and sixth shots followed, both land- 
ing in the middle of the station. A long 
train started toward Tarnopol. 
Immediately after the departure of 
the train there was a terrific explosion 
—a pillar of fire rose to a height of 500 
meters and everything was covered with 
black smoke. The detonations were ter- 
rific and my balloon rocked and swayed. 
The explosions looked to be a huge vol- 
cano that had suddenly become active— 
bundles of red, gleaming grenades, that 
resembled lightning bugs, spread over 
the city and caused numberless fires. At 
short intervals there were about thirty 
more .explosions.. The wind was very 
still, but my balloon-rose and fell, owing 
to the concussions of the air. The ter- 
rible, beautiful sight fitted me with pride 
and terror. The stillness at 1,400 meters, 
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started to separate and a large blue hole 
became visible, a cry of*joy escaped my 
lips. I grasped the telephone and it was 
the work of a moment to get the men 
and charts together. A terrific wind 
was blowing; nevertheless, every one 
wanted to know why the balloon was not 
up. In the following hours, I requested 
a@ persistent battery leader to go up and 
get a little rest at 1,000 meters, but he 
politely refused. At about 4 P. M. the 
wind died down a little, and I ordered 
the balloon out of the hangar. Before 
ascending, I inquired once more about 
the wind velocity in the upper stratus 
and what I heard was not very encourag- 
ing, for at 1,000 meters: a 10-meter-per- 
second wind was blowing. Ten-second- 
meter wind is about the power required 
to stat to swing an American sailboat. 
All this could not keep me from enter- 
ing the basket, and after the other ob- 
server had strapped his parachute on we 
started toward the sun. 

We soon started to breathe more 
freely, our depressed spirits being re- 
leased from the weight of the earth. 
At 1,000 meters my fellow-observer ex- 
pressed his opinion of European politics, 
and he did it in such a way that I could 
not doubt his sincerity. The warmth of 
the sun caused the gas in our balloon to 
expand so that a lot of it passed out of 
the valve into the air. The barometer 
showed 1,200 meters. 

“Hello, Balloon,” came over the tel- 
ephone. “ Three enemy airplanes coming 
in direction of L from K.” * * * 

Suddenly the air was rent by some ter- 
rible explosions, our anti-aircraft bat- 
teries were firing at a terrific rate of 
speed. One after another the shots rang 
out, and out of the cloud in front of us 
came an airplane, and; a short distance 
behind, a second. “ Heavens! The man is 
coming right for the balloon! Haul 
down,” I yelled into the telephone, . but 


they were endangering the balloon. Nine 


- hundred and fifty meters below us was 


earth. There was a flash and an in- 
rocket just missed us. 

“Jump!” I shouted to my féllow-ob- 

server, and ‘he disappeared. For a 


moment my look followed his parachute 
—it did not open. Then another flash. 
My mind worked like lightning—I was 
boiling hot and then ice cold, but I closed 
my eyes and jumped. There was a siz- 
zling noise and a jerk—my parachute 
had opened and I had a feeling as if I 
was hanging in one place without the 
least downward movement. I looked 
down and there below me was another 
white thing—the other parachute had 
opened. After the battery noticed that 
we had left the balloon they opened a 
reckless fire upon the airplanes. Sud- 
denly I heard shouting below me and a 
little later found myself on the earth 
looking up into the air the same as 
everybody else was doing. There was 
our balloon—the winch was hauling it 
down quite fast, and then (I could hardly 
trust my eyes) one of the airplanes had 
stopped its motor and was descending at 
a steep angle right toward us. It took 
only a moment to unbuckle my belt and 
té run about a kilometer to where the 
wounded bird landed. The two aviators 
were in the act of destroying their plane 
when our men arrived. Presently, the 
two came up to-where I was. They were 
heavily guarded. Then M., who had 
sprained his foot, came up and there we 
were—two that had jumped down and 
two that were shot down—all four of us 
thankful.

“At the Howard ‘Young Galleries. this 
week an exhibition opens of A. G. War- 
-shawsky’s paintings. Mr. Warshawsky 
is an artist whose French training has 
served to develop.an essentially simple 
and sound talent without diverting its 
natural direction. He -has not been afraid 
of the commonplacé or the picturesque, 
and he has been almost as clever as 
Maeterlinck himself in showing us the 
beauty immediately at hand. . Take, for 
example, his “ Peasant Woman of Cite 
du Nord ”—here we have a full front 
view of the old peasant who is seen on 
every picture postal from that unremit- 
tingly picturesque region—the blue dress, 
the white head dress, the red weather- 
beat@n skin, the gnarled hands—but the 
extraordinary beauty of the painting 
puts her in a class far above not only the 


* pieture postal but the average of that 


contemporary art into which she enters 
as a subject. The blue of her gown is 
profound and mysterious, the pure yet 
dusky b'ue that has more poetry in its 
depths than any other color can com- 
mand. The face is studied with the 
closest appreciation. of its loveliness un- 
der the transfiguring effect of light, 
nothing is smoothed away or denied, but 
it is a face that the best of the old 
Dutchmen need not have hesitated to 
claim as their work. It is not “ modern ” 
in the modern sense of the word, but it 
is quite as much of the future as of the 
past, and it is a fine example of breadth 
and imagination dominating loca! color. 

Another interesting picture is “ Mid- 
Morning,” a girl seated out of doors un- 
der the light of an ascending sun, which 
falls on her bare throat and shoulders in 
an exquisite opaline patchwork. In spite 
of the fact that the theme of the picture 
obviously is its delicate drama of light 
and shade, the character of the face has 
been scrupulously kept. The same face, 
intellectual and generous, appears in a 
portrait, the long, slender throat rising 
from a mottled gown of blue and crim- 
son, the background as blonde as wheat. 
The painting is a thin scumble of pig- - 
ment, and the forms are admirably plas- 
tic. 

Other ‘portraits are of “ Valentine,” a 
model of marked features; “Mrs. Will 
Irwin,” seated before a table, on which 
is a dish of fruit; “Madame X,” a 
French woman, with gaunt cheeks and a 
bluish violet cloak, and “Shorty Lasar,” 
who taught a number of our American 
painters in Paris, and whose sensible 
face is as far as possible from suggest- 
ing the conventional artistic type as the- 
French studios have known it. 

In these pictures Mr. Warshawsky has 
met the usual difficult prob'ems of the 
portrait painter with skill and sensibility. 
The extent to which he has respected the 
subtleties of nose form and eye form is 
worthy of comment. 

In his landscapes his sense of the plas- 
tic is clearly felt, and his structural de- 
sign is thought out with patience and in- 
telligence. A beautiful scene of low hil!s 
and valleys scant in verdure and richly 
modeled with rugged bosses and broad 
hollows has a power that shows the con- 
centration with which the artist fought 
for his victory. Another, a coast scene 
in Brittany, is remarkable for the grada- 
tions of color gained without sacrifice of 
force. ‘ 

The general impression of the pictures 
is that of force and normal sentiment. 
They arouse no poignant emotions, but 
fill the mind with the satisfactions of a 
wholesome external life. It is an exhi- 
bition worth seeing.

N the more or less complete collection 
of the writings of Rudyard inne 
that known as the \*‘ Outward 
Bound "’ edition—there are now twen- 

ty-seven volumes, of which four are de- 

voted to his poetry. Now he-has at last 


_ Consented to the inclusion of his verse in 


a single volume; at least this American 
gathering of his lyrics is contained in one 
solid and substantial tome, for which all 
his admirers on this side of the Atlantic 
will be grateful, whereas his admirers in 
the British Isles must content themselves 
with an edition in three volumes: 

‘* And they worked the old three- 

decker 

To the Islands of the Blest.’’ — 

This single volume of Kipling'’s verse 
declarés itself to be ‘‘ inclusive: 1885- 
1918,"’ and the eaglier date is significant, 
since it indicates that the poet has here 


‘ excluded the rhymes he wrote before he 


was twenty, the ‘* Schoolboy Lyrics ’’ of 
1879-1882, and the varied imitations of 
elder bards, Tennyson and Browning, 
Swinburne and Morris, Emerson and 
Longfellow, to be found in the ‘‘ Echoes "’ 
of 1882-1884. In other words, Kipling has 
chosen to take his start from the ‘* De- 
partmental Ditties *’ and the first series of 
** Barrack Room Ballads’’ of 1884-1890. 
To make up for the exclusion of the more 
juvenile verse he has here included the 
** Songs from Books,”’ among thern *‘ If,’ 
the ‘‘ Law of the Jungle’’ and 
Iron,’’ and also the rhymed chapter-head- 
ings from certain of his prose tales, frag- 
ments always suggestively appropriate and 
sometimes finely imaginative. One brief 


chapter heading from ‘‘ Kim ’”’ js here 
elaborated into a highly dramatic dialogue, 
tense with t i ** Gow’'s 





Watch,"’ Page 684. Here also one can at 
last find the ‘‘ Vampire,”’ written in 1897, 
and not hitherto accessib!e in any of his 
volumes of verse. And,-for good measure, 
pressed down. and running over, he has 
added at the very end one poem written 
in 1919, the lilting and lofty tament for 
Theodore Roosevelt: 
Concerning brave Captains 
Our age hath made known

These details duly declared here for the 
infoérmation ofthe probab!e purchaser—and 
_who is there having the whérewithal who 
will not want to own this treasure-chest 


of. poetry?—an attempt ‘may now be made 


to estimate the value of these garnered 
gems, cut and polished and set. Of course, 
the hour has not yet struck when it is 
possible to assign to Rudyard Kipling the 
place which he is destined to occupy in 
the. galaxy of the major poets of our 
tongue. He is too close to us; we are too 
intimate with him to be able to withdraw 
to a distance that we may measure what 
he has wrought and test his work on the 
touchstone of time. That task must be 
left to the next gereration. The oft quoted 
remark of the late Jules Lemaitre does not 
lose validity by repetition: ** Criticism 
of-out contemporaries is not criticism,—it 
is conversation.’’ Yet thefe are not a few , 
thines which may be said now, even if they * 
must be™satd cor versationally and. with no 
conviction of their finality. 

In the first place. the host © Gursory 
réading of this ‘volume, with iis seven 
hundred -peges, makes it» plain that 
Kipling has the affluence of genius. , He is 
not what Dr. Johnson called Gray,—** A 
barren rascal.’’

In the second place, he is extraordinarily 
various, constantly discovering unsuspected 
springs of poetry. He deals with men and 
women; hé understands character and he 
can reveal it at the moment of crisis, find- 
ing the fittest words to express its domi- 
nant quality. -He can téll a story, swiftly 
and richly, and yet with the sharp con- 
cision which verse demands. He can hymn 
the praise of the sea, with its illimitable 
.Sweep and its recurrent surge, as only 
Longfellow and Swinburne had done before 
him; and none the less can he set forth 
the abiding appeal of the hills. He can 
rhyme a rough and ready ballad of the 
barrack-room ‘of the British soldiers; and 
lie can chant the rude marching song of 
the Roman legions. He can make a moral 
so clear and so cogent that it sings itself 
into the memory beforé we have time to 
discover that he has deigned to be didactic. 

In the third place, he is a craftsman 
of ‘surpassing skill; he is a weaver of 
rhymes, ‘frequent and free and felicitous; 
he is a master of meter, modulating bis

trol of Richard Brinsley Sheridan. So in 
this century, a hundred years after Lamb 
made this playful remark, it is a solace 
to a man of letters, who is drawing nigh 
to the summit of three score years and 
ten, that he has been privileged to follow 
almost from their earliest efforts the come 
pleted careers of a band of writers whose 
successive works he was enabled to read 
with avidity, one after another, as they 
first came out—Howells and Mark Twain 
here in the United States, Thomas Hardy 
and Austin.

the war—its training, its travels, its camps, 
ifs moves, its intervals of rest, and its 
fighting. Written in diary form with dated 
and often extended entries for every place 
at which the regiment is stationed and for 
eyery more that it makes, and- especially 
for every engagement in which it takes 
part, the book, aside from the various 
kinds of charm blossoming in its pages out 
of the personafity of its author, ‘is a com- 
plete and authoritative history of the part 
the régiment took in the world war, from

The pages are replete with good stories 
of the valor, the humor, the endurance, 
the soldierly qualities of the men with 
whom he came in contact—there must be 
a story, or at least a sentence or two, 
about almost every one of them—and every 
one of the stories is good. enough to quote. 
When the regiment was about to go into 
action for the first time and Father Duffy 
was feeling out their .state of mind about 
it wnd hoping he would not find any one 
in the least afraid, a certain member of 
Company E reassured him and. expressed 
the feeling of all of th when he said: 
‘* Why would I be ov thim? They're 
just Dootchmin; ain’t they? And I never 
in me loife seen any four Dootchmin. that 
I couldn’t lick.” And there was Corporal 
John Finnegan, who, woundéd in the leg, 
insisted on staying where the fighting was 
hottest, saw his Lieutenant killed and was 
himself knocked down and deafened by a 
shell. He was carried back to a first aid 
station, and, in- order to keep him there, 
was told he must wait for Father Duffy. 
And. Father Duffy thus descrikes what 
happened afterward: 

After a rush of business they found 
John sitting up with a shoe lace in his 
hand. ‘* Give me a knife,’’ he demand-

N a spirit of thoroughgoing optimism 
in regard to 1920 as a ‘‘ book year,” 
Sir. Ernest Hodder Williams, Presi- 
dent of the"London publishing firm of 

. Hodder & Stoughton and Vice President of 
the George’ H. Doran Company here, has 
come to New York for a visit. The coming 
twelvemonth will be, Sir Ernest feels, ‘‘ the 
biggest year ever "’ in the reading of books. 
And he explains the growth of the ** read- 
ing public "’:in England and offers some 
forecasts for the immediate future. 

“*] think-.the war has multiplied the 
number of readers in England by at least 
five times,’ he said,.‘‘ and of course the 
war and wartime conditions have had a 
great effect upon the reading of the period 
upon which we are entering. I should sum 
up, however, by saying that I do not so 
much feel any one predominant tendency 
in literature and reading as I do the enor- 
mous increase in the numbers, and the 
advance in the taste, of the reading public 
as a whole. 

‘The first effect of the war upon read- 
ing.”’ Sir Ernest went on, ‘' is directly 
traceable to the-dark nights. I don’t be- 
lieve that any one who was’not there can 
have any conception of how dark tHiose 
London nights in wartime were. Lenton 
was inky. But all over England the limita- 
tions upon lighting were felt—even up in 
Scotland it was the same. In consequence | 
people spent the evenings in reading. It 
was natural enough. They hadn't any-~ 
thing else to do. The dark, nights closed 
down every social diversion, 

“When a man had crept home from _ 
work in the darkness of those early Winter 
evenings he didn’t go out again. He dis- 
covered that the only thing he could do 
was.to read. And he discovered what a 
good thing reading was. People also found 
out that reading was the cheapest of all 
amusements. Even when the seven-penny 
novel went up to -2 shillings, books re- 
mained cheap by comparison with other 
things. : 

*‘'Then, too, the men in hospital, the 
wounded, learned the pleasures of reading, 
s0 many of them for the first time. And 
in the trenches. men learned it, too. The 
three things the boys always wanted sent 
to them were cigarettes, Keating's powder, 
and books. 

‘* Of course, they begin with fiction. And 
the sales of fiction are beyond anything 
that any .one ever dreamed of in England. 

** Undoubtedly, that will be permanent. 
In England now, if you go into a cottage, 
where in former years you never expected 
to see a book, you see two or three at 
least—cheap editions of novels, often better 
books, too. And there is another reason 
for that, too. 

** During tlie hard and@ terrible years of 

- the war, people read fiction to ‘ get away’ 

from ali that was hard and terrible in their 
own lives and in the world about them. 
Now, in these times that follow the war, 
people are. reading fiction in order to ‘ get 
away’ from the drabness of everyday ex- 
istence. They want to get a glamour over 
life. I believe that fiction will mean more 
te the public than it ever has. 

** As to the kind of fiction that is] popu- 
lar now—well, there are two types that 
seem to me to stand out. One is the open- 
air story, such as the work of Zane Grey 
and Peter Kyne, that takes city clerks and 
other busy indoor workers into a broad, 
open outdoor life. The other is the do- 
mestic novel of the Berta Ruck type; which 
is very popular because, while it is fresh 
and amusing, it deals with young people 
in a bright and pleasant way, and places 
the young people who read it in the kind of 
life they would like to enjoy. Of course, 
the detective story and the novel of sheer 
adventure are always popular. 

‘““The war novel, however, is gane. 
Where a war novel is popular now, it is in 
.Spite of its war interest, because it has 
other things to attract and hold the reader.

Generally speaking, Sir Ernest expresses 
himself as unable to forecast ‘‘ tendencies '’ 
in literature. But he points out that the 
taste of the reading. public has both 
widened and improved. 

** There is a tremendous interest, in Eng- 
land, in American books,’’ he. said. 
‘* American authors are very widely read 
now. Take QO. Henry, for instance. It was 
not easy for the British public to-* get.’ O. 
Henry at first. They had to try. But 
they've ‘ got ' him now; and all over Eng- 
land you hear O. Henry being quoted. 
People really struggied to understand and 
appreciate O. Henry, because they were 
interested in American writers and Ameri- 
can literature; and they do appreciate him 
new. Of course, the war has given the 
English public a new interest in America 
and American literature: America is no 
longer an unknown country. In the same 
way the associations of the war _ have 
wideried the public’s reading interest in 
every way.

MAETERLINCR’S ESSAYS 


HE rise and growing popularity of 

‘the essay im our current literature 

has been noted more than ‘once in 

these columns as an evidence of our 
@hanging taste in books. The war is usually 
called upon to explain pretty*much every 
kind of variation that takes place either in 
our social or intellectual life, and as a rule 
the war furnishes fairly good material for 
“argument in such matters. But the war 
does not explain the dominance of the es- 
say, simply because the first indications 
of the latter’s popularity were in evidence 
befcre the war swept down’ upon us. 
Changes in literary tastes are, for the most 
part, due to the perfectly normal instinct 
that sets one adventuring, every now and 
then, in new fields, and it may well be 
that the highly concentrated diet of fiction 
upon which the reading public had long 
been sustained created a taste for some- 
thing different, something of the milder, 
more tranquil type that comes to us in the 
form of the literary essay. But there gre 
essays. and essays, from the light, agree- 
able repast furnished by a Spectator or an 
Elia to the more substantial fare that one 
finds’ in*a’ volume of EMERSON or BACON. 
Both kinds we have with us today, and 
both flourish. At the moment, however, 
» and judging by the hearty enthusiasm that 
greets Mr. MagrerRuIncK on his arrival in 
this country, it would.seem that the more 
solid, the Emersonian type of essay, is in 
the ascendant. 


R. MAETERLINCK'’S literary activi- 
ties, of course, are nét confined to 

the writing of essays, for it is in large 
part to ‘‘ The Blue Bird” that the un- 
‘usual warmth of welcome accorded him is 
due. But he has been known to American 
readers for years past more as an essayist 
than as a playwright, and the popular 
interest in his essays grows rather than 
abates as time goes on, and this in spite 
of the fact that with each new volume from 
his pen the speculative, metaphysical inter- 
est increases until it has now quite obliter- 
ated any minor, lighter theme that at first 
might have engaged his attention. His 
last collection, ‘‘ Mountain Paths,’’ pub- 
lished this season by Dopp, Mrap &'Co., is 
of a fairly Emersonian pith and substance, 
although in its frank avowal of Certain 
of the beliefs that are generally considered 
an appanage of mysticism he outstrips the 
great transcendentalist in his pursuit of 
esoteric lore, These ¢ssays, indeed, are 
not food for babes. CHartes LAMB, we 
imagine, would have buried his own book 
, fathoms deep rather than open its pages to 
a discussion of such subjects as ‘‘ Macro- 
cosm ang Microcosm,’’ ‘* The Two Lobes "’ 
(meaning consciousness and subconscious- 
ness); ‘* The Soul of Nations,’’ ‘‘ The Rid- 
“dle of Progress,’ ‘* Heredity and Pre- 
existence,” ‘‘The Great Revelation,’’ 
. ™ Karma."* But it is of such matters that 
‘we read in ‘‘ Mountain Paths,’’ and to the 
Praise of the art embodidd in this book 
be it said that its pages are sufficiently 
lucid and lacking in mere dogmatic asser- 
tion to att id tie atteation even 
of those readers who have had neither 
the opportunity-nor the inclination to scale 
the insecure and flinty heights of occult- 
ism. For there is no one more difficult 
f understand than your occultist. As a

They involve the va- 
rious theories with which man has armed 
himself in order to solve ‘‘ the secret of 
the universe,’’ the “belief or disbelief in a 
hereafter, reincarnation, the origin of man, 
civilization, the hundred and one notions 
that have entered into Oriental specula- 
tion. Mr. MAgTEeRLINcK is disposed to ac- 
cept as true the idea of a ‘‘ Lemuro-Atlan- 
tean ’’ civilization, and quotes affirmative- 
ly the famous passage from the ‘‘ Tim- 
aeus ’’ regarding the vanished continent of 
Atlantis. One gathers from his pages, also, 
that mankind has forgotten far more than 
it knows today of the real ‘truth of things. 
As for the chronology of the world, we are 
told enough to gain an idea of the bewil- 
dering extent of the subject. Thus, the 
“* Book of Manu ”’ teaches us— 
that 12,000 years «: mortals are but a 
day and a night to the gods; their 
years, therefore, consisting of 360 days, 
number 4, years. A thousand 
years of the gods make but-one of Brah- 
ma’s days; that is to say, 4,320,000,000 
human years, py near Sand the total life 
of our globe; and Brahma’s night is of 
equal duration. Three.hundred and six- 
ty of these days and nights make one 
of this god’s years; and a hundred of 
these years constitute one of his lives; 
that is to say, the duration of the uni- 
verse, which is represented by the for- 
midable figure of 311,090,000,000, 
years. After this he begins a*new life.’ 
At present we have not yet attained the 
noon of Brahma's actual day nor half 
the lifetime of our terrestrial globe F 
The mystics, indeed, conjure with figures 
that make the wildest computations of high 
finance the veriest pigmies by comparison. 
But the human imagination has ever rev- 
eled in this kind of speculation which, if it 
is not convincing, is at least entertaining. 


\,NE regrets that Mr. MArTERLINCK is 
. not more explicit than he is, in” this 
last volume of essays, as to’ his-belief or 
disbelief in the soul’s immortality. He 
writes affirmatively of ‘‘ the magnificent 
doctrine of the reincarnation, which is the 
most ancient reply, the only decisive and, 
no doubt, the most plausible reply, to all 
the problems of justice and injustice, the 
immortal torture of mortals, and its corol- 
lary, the law of Karma, which, as my god- 
son so truly says, ‘is th. most wonderful 
of ethical discoveries: it represents, abstract 
liberty and is enough to énfranchise the 
human will from any superior or even in- 
finite being!’ *’ Just how reincarnation is 
to be viewed, ‘how it works, how it pro- 
duces these dizzying results, is not easily 
gathered from Mr. MAETERLINCK’sS pages; 
neither do we arrive at a definite conclu- 
sion regarding ‘* discarnate spirits,’’ as the 
psychic researchers call them. Mr. 
MARTERLINCK analyzes at considerable 
length the phenomena reported by Sir 
Oxviver Lopazs in ** Raymond ’’; and. his 
own attitude is apparently negative rather 
than positive on the problem involved: 
Do they furnish the proof for which 
we ask? I do not think so; but will 
any one ever be able to supply us with 
that compelling proof? What. can the 
discarnate spirit do when trying to es- 
tablish that it continues to exist? If

But most of 
all it lacks that flavor of personality which 
made Captain Nemo so much more than a 
mere scientific pioneer, and that tracing 
of deeper implications which illuminates 
Wells's fantastic romances. 

Nevertheless the book is an entertaining

BLUE CHINA 
BLUE CHINA. By B. M. Croker. New York: 
Brentano's. $1.75. 
RS. CROKER is one of those nu- 
merous English novelists who write 
fiction with enough skill and knowl- 
edge of men and women to produce end- 
less numbers of fairly well-told stories in 
which a great many characters display 
widely varying natures, and the whole is 
endowed with much local color, whether 
in city or country, but none of their work 
ever showing the hallmark of distinguished 
talent. English life and culture seem to 
produce crowds of people who can write 
just this kind of mediocre fiction, conven- 
tional, well-bred, sometimes rising to a 
slightly higher standard,- but rarely fall- 
ing below the level, in either matter, man- 
ner, or method, where commendation, 
however faint, must be changed to con- 
demnation.. Mrs. Croker has written sev- 
eral such novels of mediocre quality, al- 
though. they have been varied in theme 
and manner, and she has gained by prac- 
tice some deftness and skill in the han- 
dling of her matérial.. Her new novel re- 
volves around the collection of blue china 
which. an Englishman who has spent most 
of his life in business in Shanghai has 
brought home to London. There he has 
established himself and his collection, with 
his widowed sister and a lovely young 
niece, in a mansion in Bedford Square, 
and there he is spending all his declining 
years in enjoyment and adoration of his 
wonderful old jars and cups and vases. 
There is a family skeleton, although it has 
been locked away in an unopened closet 
for so long that both brother and sister 
have almost forgotten it.. Then, one rainy 
night, the closet opens and out walks, or 
rather in walks, from the street, the re- 
incarnated skeleton in the shape of a dis- 
tinguished-looking niece who knows a 
great deal about blue china and can talk 
about it with understanding and sympa- 
thy. The plot is complicated enough to 
call for numerous people, of varied cir- 
cumstances and character, of London en- 
vironment and covntry estate, for its 
working out. The author also turns a 
backward eye upon the lives of some of 
them and weaves brief but colorful his- 
tories for them that conjure up out-of-the- 
Way regions of the earth. Love plays its 
part, and there is a pretty romance be- 
tween young people, and one, of soberer 
colors, that ends in tragedy, between the 
owner of the blue china collection and a 
vivacious widow. There are plenty of dra- 
matic situations, and the skeleton-closet 
niece with the distinguished appearance 
and bad heritage is responsible for most of 
the complications and thé emotional mo- 
ments of the story.

industry, Selden did not build « x f3 
until some years after his patent was 
granted, While Carl Benz of Mann- 
heim, Germany, built the first internal 
combustion, \ hydro-carbon motor-pro- 
pelied vehicle in 1885, it was not until 
1803 that the automobile practically as 
it is known today was lauhched. Pan- 
hard & Levaasor, in that year, manu- 
factured 350 motors, nearly all of which 
were sold. 

In America, Charles EB. Duryea and 
Elwood Haynes were the first to build 
gasoline vehicles that would run.. The 
exact’ date on which these respective 
Americen ‘pioneers first ran their cars is 
not accurately recorded, but it was some 
time in 1892. To Alexander Winton ' goes 
the credit of selling the first American 
automobile... On April 1, 1898, he sold 
a one-cylinder Winton automobile to 
Robért Allison of Port Carbon, Pa. 
AHison ran the car for two years and at 
Winton’s solicitation, sold tt back to the 
Winton company, where it is still in 
existence. 

All these vehicles. were of the “ horse- 
less carriage” type It was not until 
1901 or 1902 that the automobile, based 
upon the European Panhard & Levassor 
type, was introduced. The difference 
between this European tmhodel and the 
‘“‘horseless wagon’’ was- that in the 
former a central frame to carry the 
power plant and act as the keystone of

Automobilists must know the number 
of cylinders and the bore, the year the 
car was manufactured—not necessarily 
the year of its purchase—and the manu- 
facturer’s list price, fly equipped.

For instance, a friend and 
I spent some time in Vienna and often 
paid 500 kronen for dinner for the two 
We would begin with two Amer- 
ican cocktails, and most excellent ones, 
too, and we would also have a bottle of 
wine,. such as in the ante-bellum days 
in this country’ and before the prohibi- 
tion wave, would have’ been cheap at $3 
Then we had hors d'oeuvres, fish, an en- 
tree, a roast, salad frome very fine Vien- 
nese pastry and coffee. If we had paid 
600. krenen for such a repast before the 
war, we should have had a check. for 
$125, if reckoned in American money. 
As it now takes 145 kronen to make an 
American dollar, our meal really cost us 
$3.45, which is surely a very. moderate 
amount for two persons. Such a dinner 
would cost in this country, if served at 
a restaurant of the same class in New 
York; $10 or $13 and with the wine and 
the cocktails, provided such luxuries 
were obtainable here, we would have 
had a bill .of at least $25 to pay. 

‘* Hotel ‘accommodations in Vienna 
were difficult to. obtain. At the sugges- 
tion of a friend, I gave the room clerk 
a> liberal tip, 2,400 kronen. We staid 
five days in one of the best rooms in 
the hotel, a really fine apartment in 
which there, was a large porcelain stove,’ 
and we were supplied with all the wood 
neéded to keep it going.

“Immoral”? Books Protested, 


One exception, or at least the hope 
of an exception, to this blindness to 
facts and this credulitv of the Minne- 
sota farmers may be noted in the Red 
River. Valley. through which the North 
Dakota boundary runs. Here there 
seems to be the beginning of a real- 
ization of what has happened across 
the ine. The awakening is due chiefly 
to two things, a neighborhood spread- 
ing of ‘the news,of the tripled and 
quadrupled taxes. which the North- 
Dakota land owners, must pay between 
now-and March; and the fact that the 
league agents in control of the schools 
and libraries of the State are placing 
at: the disposal of the people not only 
radi¢al and socialistic literature, but 
books which farmers ‘call immoral.

offering a program of redress. These 
grievances, although exaggerated and 
played upon to the extreme limit by. 
Townley and his missionaries, did have 
some justification in fact and had had 
since the settlement of North Dakota. 
That much is admitted even by some 
of the bankers and grain elévator men 
in’ Minneapolis and St. Paul. For 
years the North Dakota farmers had 
been obliged to’ pay a much higher 
rate of interest than farmers in Minne- 
sota and South Dakota. They had suf- 
fered from years of discrimination and 
unfairness in the grading of their grain 
at the monopoly elevators. Another 
factor in the situation was that North 
Dakota was much newer country than 
the States to the south and east of it. 
Even. today it has no town of 25,000 
‘inhabitants. The capital city of Bis- 
marck has only about 5,000. people. So 
the rural bankers’ were not sufficient- 
ly established and finariced to ‘meet all 
the banking needs of their commun- 
ities. They were absolutely dependent 
on Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

Still another cause of unrest among 
North Dakota farmers is the fact 
that, because of rain and drought con- 
ditions, their average of crop yields is 
below that of Minnesota and South 
Dakota. About one’ crop out ‘of. three |, 
is poor and there are too many years 
of total failure. All of these handi- 
caps were so many assets for Townley | 
/in the beginning of his: enterprise and 
he used them out of ‘all proportion to 
their seriousness to develop discontent 
to the point at which his: were 
eager to do his bidding in the hope 
that it would lead to better things. 
His specific promise in the beginning 
was for better and fairer marketing 
conditions to be attained by means of 
publicly owned terminal grain ‘ele- 
vators established by the State.

ADVENTURE OF AN 





By CHANNING POLLOCK, 
UALLY an author’s experience 

. with a play is the discovery that 

he likes it and no one else does. 

My experience with ‘‘ The Sign 

on the Door’’ was the exact 
reverse of this. ; 

Originally, five or six years ago, ‘‘ The 
Sign on the Door’ was one single situa- 
tion—the situation that concludes the 
second act. It remained in my mind a 
long time, and on several. occasions I 
thought of using it as the basis of a 
play, but ordinarily I do not enjoy writ- 

Plays’ that begin with the situation. 

About: that time, I had been beguiled 
by the siren song of the movies and, 
in common 'with so many writing men 
of four and five years ago, had reached 
the belief that an author had only to 
sign a contract with a motion picture 
producer to become a rich man. I had 
madé -an agreement with Metro, and 
decided to begin my activities with a 
story built around the situation that 
had been in my mind so many years. 
I called it ‘‘In Vain.’’ At the end of 
@ year the picture had not been -pro- 
duced, and Rennold Wolf and I had 
Made a new contract to deliver seven 
scenarios to the Métro. We had a great 
deal of trouble, and at last I suggested 
taking the story of ‘‘In Vain,’’ making 
whatever changes our purchaser thought 
might fit it for production, and turning 
We did 
80, calling it ‘‘ The -Back.’’ The 
Metro people were not enthusiastic 
about the material, and kept the story 
more than four years without pro- 
ducing it. 

Meanwhile I had sold ‘Roads of 
Destiny’ to A. H. Woods, and the same 
week had made a contract with him’ to 
write another play, which was to have 
beén called “ The Lunatic,””. This latter 
plece was intended for Shelley Hull. I 
discussed it very fully with Mr. Hull 
just a year ago this month and decided 


of Mr. Hull. ‘The principal part in “‘ The 
Lunatic’* was to have been one not 
easily filled, and; deciding that Mr. 
Hull's déath took away any pressing 
reason for writing the piece, I aban- 
doned the work and came back to New 
York. 

‘ Bdgar Selwyn was pleasantly and flat- 
teringly anxious that he and I-should 
follow ‘ * The Crowded Hour” with 
other play written in collaboration. hi 
end of two weeks we had finished 
a scetiario, and we sént for a mutual

‘} friend to hear it read.” The friend said: 


“IT don't want to flatter you or to make 


you feel that you have done anything 





to go to California to write.the play. | 


We.had reached the middle of the week; 
Mr.. Woods. was due .Saturday, and I 
was in the unpleasant position of hav- 
ing accepted an advance royalty without 
having. anything to offer for it. In des- 
pération, on Friday I sat down at my 
desk to work out a new story, but none 
came. That night I happened to meet 
Margaret Mayo, and she inquired why 
Mr. Selwyn and I were not at work on 
a sequel to ‘‘ The Crowded Hour.”’ I told 
her that I had succeeded in evolving 
one idea, and that Mr. Selwyn.did not 
eare for it. Then followed a relation 
of the story, which, to my great sur- 
prise, Miss Mayo thought the best melo- 
dramatic story she had ever heard. I 
left her almost decided to try it again. 
The folldwing day I had luncheon with 
Alice Kauser, the play broker, and told 
-her my atory. Miss Kauser said: “‘ If 
you don’t write that, you should be ex- 
amined by an allenist. It is by far the 
best idea you have had since I have 
known you.’’ In consequence, the day 
of Mr. Woods’s return I’sat down, and 
in four hours sketched out a complete 
scenario of *‘ The Sign on the Door.”’ 
When I had finished it:my only im- 
pulse was to let it follow Mr. Selwyn’s 
and my ill-fated efforts into the waste 
basket. At that time I had no intention

of ever showing the scenario to Mr. 
Woods, : 
The following morning Arthur Somers 
Roche telephoned to ask me whether I 
would be willing to work with him on an 
idea he had -for a play—the same play 
that he afterward wrote on his way to 
Europe and sold to George Broadhurst 
on the steamer. I replied that at least I 
should like to talk about it and went 
over to see Arthur at the Majestic Hotel. 
He expressed surprise that I had no 
plans of my own, and I related to him 
my experience with my story. This led 
to a telling of the story. Mr. Roche 
said: “ After hearing that plot, I decline 
even to tell you about mine.’

SPREAD OF ZONING LAW. . 


Cities All Over the Country Follow 
: Example of ‘New York. 
By EDWARD “"M. BASSETT. : 

The City. of New York was: the origi- 
nator - of « the zoning system which is 
now being ‘generally ‘adopted throughout 
the cities. of ‘the United States. Prior 
to July, 1916, when New York's zoning 
law went into effect, there had been 
attempts at. partial. zoning in Boston, 
Baltimore, and Los Angeles, but they 
affected only‘ a few blocks and’ the 
height of buildings on ‘certain ‘streets. 
The zoning. of New York was the’ first 
comprehensive plan covering ‘the 'whole 
municipal ; territory. adopted by . any 
American city, and extending its _pro- 
tection to “height of buildings, use’“of 
land. and..buildings andthe proportion 
of lot covered. by new buildings. 
mediately on the. adoption’ of the .New 
York law’ other: cities began to: take a 
gteat, interest in the progress of zoning.
